mam AFRICA 


Fe 1488 Captain Bartholomeu Dias' small Portuguese ship 
reached the southern tip of continental Africa. Thus began the 
civilisation of South Africa. It has recently ended. There has 
been 506 years of pacification, sometimes violent pacification, 
but nonetheless mild in comparison with what went on before 
and what is going to occur in the future. "Civilisation" was the 
impetus for over five hundred years and now it will go back 
into the blood-foaming mire of tribalism, The same formula 
that has propelled every African state into the new dark age 
has been implemented at the request of the world's controllers; 
the media beat the drum, the politicians bow to public pressure, 
and tribes kill and dance to the drum. 

In 1497 Captain Vasco de Gama landed near the Cape and 
spent eight days. He established contact with small brown 
people who spoke using a large percentage of "clicks" in their 
speech. These people were the indigenous people of southern 
Africa, they are called Khosian, people which is a word 
combining two main groups of the same genetic stock 
(Pygmies), the Khoikhoi and the San, known respectively as 
the Hottentots and Bushmen. The Hottentots were pastoral and 
the San hunter/gatherers. Their similar languages were 
distinguished by click sounds; they were a wiry 
people who only attain approximately five foot two 
inches of height, the women an inch or two smaller. 
Their skin was coppery yellow at birth darkening 
to yellowish brown after exposure to the sun and 
mongoloid facial features. The Hottentots grazed 
fat tailed sheep and long horn cattle, supplemented 
by hunting and wild grasses. They were under 
extreme pressure from the movement of the bigger 
blacker Bantu tribes from northern Africa who 
regularly raided them, killing the men and making 
slaves out of the women and children and 
encroaching on their territory. 


Early European Contact 


The Portuguese created an empire within eight 
years by seizing the wealthy trading centres on the 
east coast of Africa and by building a fortress on the island of 
Mozambique in 1507 for rest and recreation of their ships 
trading with India. European ships called in to the Cape of 
Good Hope to take on fresh water, leave and pick up mail and 
trade for fresh meat with the Hottentots, but the Portuguese 
reigned supreme. [t was only after the Dutch captured the 
fortress on Mozambique Island that the Dutch empire 
ascended. In 1580 Sir Francis Drake. heading home after his 
circumnavigation of the globe, wrote in his log: 

"From Jarva we sailed for the Cape of Good Hope. We ran 
hard aboard the Cape, finding the report of the Portugals to be 
most false, who affirm that it is the most dangerous cape of 
the world, never without intolerable storms and present dangers 
to travellers, which come near the same. Those cape is a most 
stately thing, and the fairest we saw in the whole circumference 
of the earth.” 


In 1601 Sir Janes Lancaster arrived with a small fleet and kept

his men ashore for forty six days, and comments this about the 
little brown men. 

“We bought of them a thousand sheepe and two and fortie oxen 
and might have bought more if we would. These oxen are as 
bigge as ours and the sheepe many of them much bigger, and 
fat and sweet and to our thinking much better that our sheepe 
in England... Their speech they clocke with their tongues in 
such sort, that in seven weeks which wee remained here in this 
place, the sharpest wit among us could not learn one word of * 
their language: and yet the people would soone understand any 
sign we made to them... While that wee stayed heere in thei 
bayee we had so royall refreshing that all our men recovered 
their health and strength." 


The Birth of Cape Town 


In 1647 survivors from a Dutch shipwreck camped in the 
vicinity of present day Cape Town for a year before being 
rescued, and reports of their healthy stay must have influenced 
the Dutch East India Company (called the Jan Company, the 
British East India Company was called the John Company] as 
in 1652 Commander Jan van Riebeek and 125 men set up a 
permanent station at the Cape and in 1657 allowed company

servants to settle outside their compound. Dutch settlers 
increased and towns or districts were established at 
Stellenbosch in 1685. Swellendam and Graaffreinet followed. 
They defended themselves by the militia system (commando) 
and had large farms up to 6000 acres each, They were known 
as the Boers, which is Dutch for farmer. As they enlarged their 
territory the Hottentots either went to work for the Boers or 
retreated towards the Bantu areas in the north and east. Of 
course their black neighbours very often treated them worse 
than their white conquerors. 


First Hostility 

It was at least a hundred years after the Dutch settlement at 
the Cape, that the Boers’ expansion clashed with the expansion 
of the Bantu (generic tribal group) Xhosa tribe. These people 
were black skinned negroid people of the fish river area and 
had a large population and were agriculturally based. Even 
though the white tribe was armed with rifles this conflict lasted 
at least a hundred years as the Xhosa had the superiority in 
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numbers. At the same time the rise in the power of the Zulu 
(another Bantu negroid tribe) put extra pressure in the area. The 
Zulu, by improvements of tactics, had overrun a large number 
of smaller tribes. Some of these bigger Zulu tribes turned into 
mobile columns of pillaging raiders with no fixed destination 
in mind they would roam and fight, living off the cattle they 
captured, and pillaging anything in their path. The Matabele, 
who ended up in what was called Rhodesia, it is said could be 
followed for months by the trail of bones and human skulls that 
were left behind. 

During this time the Boers carved out their territory and 
defended it against all comers. Except by means beyond their 
control their Cape Colony, due to the Napoleonic War, passed 
from Dutch control to the British in 1795 to 1803, then to the 
Batavian Republic 1803 to 1806 and then to the British again 
in 1806. 5000 British settlers arrived in 1820 but they made 
little impact as the Dutch population was by 
this time in excess of 25,000. The British 
secured the Dutch settlers’ existing property 
rights and tried to immobilise the Boer trekkers 
into more permanent locations by selling crown 
land, The Brits conferred a degree of civil 
liberty on the remaining Khoisan, Hottentots in 
Ordinance 50 of 1828 as the British had a 
notion of free labour and was opposed to the 
slave trade. 


Boers Rebel 


The modernising policies of the British 
threatened the free philosophies of the Boer 
farmers so in the movement called the Great 
Trek between 1834 and 1845 thousands of 
them left the colony to trek north to the Orange 
River and the Transvaal. The Xhosa tribe in the 
eastem area clashed with the settlers but this 
time British soldiers were on hand to tilt the 
balance against the Xhosa. The farmers were also assisted by 
the Mfengu who were a tribe of refugees from the Zulu war. 
They fought on the British side and were rewarded by grants 
of Xhosa land, In 1857 the Xhosa, faced with the aggressive 
policies of the British Governor Sir George Gray, turned to 
Millenarian prophecies. In the belief that to do so would raise 
their ancestors from their graves to drive the whites into the 
sea, they slaughtered their cattle and destroyed their crops. 
When the awaited salvation failed to materialise, some 20,000- 
30,000 Xhosa streamed across the border to seek work in the 
southern prosperous areas of the Boer farmers and British 
settlers. After this an increasing number of Xhosa tumed to 
Christianity and learned the new art of populative political 
techniques. South Africa then saw the trauma of the battle 
between two white tribes where the British won the war but 
the Boers won the peace. In 1907 the British granted self 
governing rights to South Africa, and South Africa fought for 
Britain in the two World Wars. 

Then with the creation of the United Nations, the communists 
had penetrated the World Council of Churches, the Uniting or 
Anglican Church being one of the main ones. There started the 
movement to give Africa back to the blacks. They succeeded 
one by one, the whites won every revolutionary war with the 
blacks in every African state where they were tested. Kenya, 
the Congo, Rhodesia and finally South Africa. Guerrilla 
warfare was taken in its stride, but none of them could handle 
the insidious campaign by the media and the controllers. For 


some teason the powers that be wanted Africa to go back to 
the stone age. Maybe they wanted to de-populate the place, or 
maybe they do not require Africa's rich commodities on the 
market. In every state that has reverted to what they call "true 
democracy" tribalism, the biggest tribe dominates and wipes 
out the small tribe that has not gained enough power to control 
the country's army. Their democracy works to the same 
formula; the majority tribe controls the army and uses it to wipe 
out the minority tribes. This operation was explained to the 
western world in the early sixties with the Belgian Congo and 
its never stopped there since or anywhere else where it started, 
through to Nigeria and Biafra, Uganda, Angola, Mozambique, 
Rhodesia and now it is South Africa's turn. Australia is next. 


Richer Than All His Tribe 


Mandala is the chief of the Xhosa tribe which has the largest 





population, so the Zulus will be the first to get it in the neck, 
All wrongs will be blamed on the whites while the Zulus will 
be murdered. The whites, already leaving one of the richest 
countries on the planet by their thousands, will not have a 
chance to defend themselves. The right wing movements found 
themselves at the crucial moment with no leadership and 
infiltraters throughout their rank and file. The opposition from 
the world press and the Xhosa bishop Tutu (the Anglican 
banker who distributes the World Vision aid money to his ANC 
flock) has crippled any chance they have of resisting. 

The standard world cry has been "return South Africa to the 
blacks, the people who were there in the beginning.” Well the 
blacks were not there in the beginning; the brown were there 
first and the whites were there before the blacks, but they have 
had to make way for "new world order tribalism" on a grand 
scale, and if there are any indigenous brown people left 1 doubt 
if they will survive the next five years. The enormity of this 
crime has not yet struck most western people. South Africa was 
a modern first world country with the economic vitality of 
Canada, Australia or Europe. It has been destroyed, leaving a 
vacuum. The world condemned apartheid, but does anyone 
believe that the Xhosa will be as generous to offer the Zulus 
or the whites their own homeland? No, the only fate that awaits 
those two tribes is genocide. So get another tinnie out of the 
fridge and keep watching it on the six o'clock news and I hope 
I'm not around to write Australia's obituary when it's her turn 
to face the last phase of the obliteration of civilisatior Se

F.. more than two hundred years, under various pretexts, 
a battle has been waged for the power over nations. 


The exercise of power has become the supreme aim of many 
people, Bankers, politicians, clergymen, trade union leaders 
and political party delegates, all are in the hunt for power. The 
storm troopers of the old dictatorships are no longer shouting 
national and internationalist slogans. They declare openly and 
trumpet brutally "power is what we want". The so- called 
democratic parties or liberals want to gain power by offering 
more of the nation's self-respect in exchange for power.

The church aims to attain power by 
controlling the human soul, the 
liberal through the autocracy and 
omnipotence of material means, the 
banker by his gold or by holding in 
his hand the control of the press, the 
socialist by the help of the bankers 
gold and by the sheer brutality of the 
machine gun. Ail parties, groups, 
sects, democracies, dictatorships and 
churches have one thing in common; 
they all want power. This is quite 
understandable as power often 
appears to be absolute, more even 
than all the gold in Fort Knox. 


Wealth For All? 


If all that gold was shared out evenly 

between all the people on the earth 
the share per head would be so small that it would not be worth 
anything. On the other hand, power over all people, over 
empires, nations and continents is infinite. [t can be distributed 
like the five loaves and two fishes; it will never run out. Tt 
secures Ministerial posts, episcopal positions and benefits, 
senior ranks in the police force, army or navy, as well as major 
and minor positions in the public service or large industry. OF 
course only for those who are the followers and friends of the 
winners of power. 


This makes us understand that nearly every slogan and school 
of thought is directed at one thing only, "the seizure of power". 
"Let us pray” says the churches but behind their words, is the 
meaning "let us have power", and some worldly high priest is 
engaged in double entry book keeping. "Freedom", shouts the

communist (mainly in Africa these days) to their bamboozled 
party members and followers but behind this empty slogan 
looms the torture chamber, jail, detention camp and the 
traditional hovels of a slave labor camp. That is the thesis but 
then we have the antithesis the most perverse diametrical 
contradiction of this century, the power and wealth of the 
richest of the world bankers paid for the installation and upkeep 
of the first and subsequent communist states. 


The Russian Revolution 


As a reminder before we start on this subject of the Russian 
Revolution, at times it might sound that [ am being anti-Jewish 
or anti-Mason. This is not the case, it is an unfortunate 
characteristic of the history of the last thousand years; there has 
been a struggle between religions - anti- catholic, anti- 
protestant and anti-gentilism. It is impossible to ignore any of 
it and tell the truth. Basically it is a human problem where 95%

suffer grossly for the sins of less 
than 5%, whoever they are, Just 
like children in a schoolroom they 
cannot pick who they want in their 
class and have to suffer silently for 
} the troublemakers. 

Victor Marsden, the Morning Post 
reporter at the time in Russia said 
| that "Among the 545 leading 
Bolshevik officials there were 477 
Jews at the birth of Bolshevism. 

The Bolshevik Revolution in 
Russia was a turning point in the 
world's history. The largest country 
in the world was captured in a very 
short time by men who did not ever 
live there, or want to. 


The media has always depicted the 
"big lie" of communism, that it was 
a movement of the down-trodden 
masses rising up against the 
exploitive capitalists, Revolutions, 
especially the ones that succeed, 
are never activated from the ground 
floor which pays the human price, they are always activated 
and paid for by the bankers, Crassus to Rockefeller. 


Russia for hundreds of years had been the sleeping giant of 
Europe. Napoleon woke it up and after he was chased out with 
the loss of one and a half million men, Russia started to flex 
its muscles. The other European powers had expanded overseas 
colonies, Russia expanded into Asia Minor, then Asia, and in 
fact owned Alaska. This expansionism was only checked by 
the Japanese Empire in 1905 (which is another story). 

The majority of the Russian people were still living in a left 
over from the middle ages serfdom situation, which was 
crippling the modernisation of Russia. The Tsar had difficulty 
with the problem of giving the peasants liberty without the 
nobility losing property, and the prosperity of the country

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depended on both classes of people. Russia had been the buffer | This did not give the Tsar his desired result as education for 


state for Jews for hundreds of years as the 
Jews who periodically were purged from 
every country in Europe historically ran into 
the vast open areas of Russia. 

Ninety percent of the world's Jews heralded 
from the Caucacus from the break up of the 
Kurgan Empire 900 years ago, which was 
then a colony of Russia. The Jews had fewer 
problems in Russia but never assimilated. 


Attempted Integration 

After Tsar Alexander the First and his 
armies had forced Napoleon to leave Mother 
Russia his main defence plan was to catch up 
with the West and modemise, build industry 
and unite the diverse states of Russia. He 
relaxed restrictions that had been imposed 
on Jews since 1772 and made special 
concessions to artisans and professional 
Jews. There was also a determined effort 
made to establish Jews in agriculture and every encouragement 
was made for them to assimilate into the Russian way of life. 
When Nicholas | came to the throne in 1825, he viewed the 
rapid involvement of the Jews in the Russian, economy with 
alarm because they still insisted on their separate culture and 
way of dress. Trying to force assimilation he made it 
compulsory for all Jewish children to attend public schools. 
Nicholas thought that if the young Jews could be welcomed 
into Russian society they would grow up without the idea of 
religious persecution which was instilled from infancy.

Russian children was not compulsory 
and very few attended, thus the 
Jewish people became the most 
educated section of the Russian 
population. 

Alexander the Second came to the 
Russian throne in 1855 and the 
Jewish Prime Minister of Great 
Britain, Benjamin Disraeli, referred 
to him as the most benevolent prince 
that ever ruled Russia . In 1861 he 
freed 23 million serfs and devoted his 
life to improving the conditions of the 
poorer classes. Many Jews, who had 
taken advantage of the compulsory 
education, entered universities, but 
found themselves handicapped as the 
system wouldn't give them a job. 
Alexander fixed this injustice with 
another proclamation and in 1879 the Jews could be chemists, 
nurses, midwives, dentists, distillers and skilled craftsmen, and 
could hold any government position, 

Some of the Jewish leaders were involved in a movement 
called "The World Revolutionary Movement" and continued to 
stir up revolution. Multi-culture was not the flavour of the 
month then, although they did work very hard at recruiting 
academic Russians like Count Leoniod Tolstoy and set the 
seeds of revolution in the minds of the industrial workers in 
St Petersberg and Moscow. They tried to murder Alexander I] 
in 1866 and again 1879, his benevolence was taking their 
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ammunition away they had little to complain about. The third 
attempt in 1881 was successful in the home of a Jewess, Hesia 
Helfman. 


This had the desired effect. As he was murdered in the home 
of a Jewess by Jews it sparked off a spontaneous outbreak of 
violence against the Jewish population in many parts of Russia. 
Once again the whole Jewish race was being punished for the 
sins of a few self-appointed revolutionary leaders. 


At this time the German Jew Theodore Herzl started to 
organise the "back to Israel" movement and was very active 
in Russia raising finance and support. This was the beginning 
of the Zionist movement (which will be 
another story for another edition), With these 
outbreaks of violence that were directed 
against Jews the Jewish bankers installed in 
Russia led by Baron Ginzberg, who was also 
the Russian representative of the House of 
Rothschild, would not renew loans to the 
Russian government. This caused food 
shortages and starvation (nothing changes 
much in Russia). Alexander the Third issued 
an edict blaming the avaricious Jews, which 
did nothing but escalate the violence against 
the Jews, 

The Jewish leaders of the world 
revolutionary movement organised the 
"Social Revolutionary Party". and a ruthless 
man named Gershuni was put in control of 
the terrorist groups; Yeyno Azev was to lead 
the fighting sections. The leaders made it | 
known that they wanted gentile non-Jewish 
members in the movement, but only if they 
passed a stringent test of loyalty. It was this decision that 
brought Alexander Ulyanoy into the Party, but before they 
would give him full membership he was asked to take part in 
alittle venture, the plot to assassinate Tsar Alexander the Third. 
It failed, Alexander Ulyanov was arrested, tried and executed, 


The Motivation 


His execution caused his brother Vlasimir to dedicate himself 

to the revolutionary cause. Vlasimir rose in power until he 
became the leader of the Bolshevik Party. Then he assumed the 
name of Lenin. 

Vlasimir, or which translation used Vladimir Ilich Ulayanov, 
was born in Simbirsk on April 10 1870. The third of six 
children, his mother was the daughter of a doctor and his father 
was an inspector of schools. Lenin was a name he adopted 
himself in 1901 as a pseudonym during his clandestine 
activities. Lenin was gifted intellectually and physically strong, 
he distinguished himself in Greek and Latin and planned to be 
a lawyer. In 1889, after reading "Das Kapital", he became a 
marxist, After serving as a lawyer he became involved in 
workers! strikes and eventually was arrested, jailed for fifteen 
months and was then exiled to Siberia. 

He was joined by his wife-to-be, Nadezha Krupskaya, who 
became his wife, comrade and indispensable secretary. As a 
tear they translated into the Russian language the work of 
Sidney and Beatrice Webb (the famous English Fabians), 
"Industrial Democracy", From 1895 to 1917 Lenin was in and 
out of exile, mainly to Europe. He busied himself by writing 
books: "Development of Capitalism in Russia", "What is to be 
Done?", "Imperialism the Highest Stage of Capitalism" and 
worked for the Bolshevik newspaper “Iskra" ("The Spark"; if 








this is in deference to the Illuminati we would only be 
guessing.) 

He travelled many times back to Russia agitating, organising 
and fund raising. When the going got too hot he would retire 
to Switzerland. He seriously studied the French Revolution and 
more than likely discovered that high finance was the 
propelling force behind the scene. He would also have been 
aware that the descendants of this group were still active and 
teady to participate again in revolution. 

As his Marxist group (Bolsheviks) grew, Lenin insisted that 
money had to raised from the people and government who they

wished to overthrow. He declared, "Everything legal and illegal 
which furthers the revolution movement is justified”. He made 
it a principle that all people who aspired to be party members 
be tested as was his brother Alexander, insisting that all should 
rob banks, blow up bridges or police stations and liquidate 
traitors and spies. He knew that this was the only way to trust 
them and protect his party against infiltration. 


Donations Gratefully Accepted 


After the Sth Congress of the Russian Social Democrats 
Labour Party held in London in 1907, Lenin decided to test how 
trustworthy his latest protege was and raise some ready cash 
so that he could climb to the top of the revolutionary tree and 
gain the financial support that he needed. His protege, Stalin, 
was instructed to rob the Tiflis bank, Stalin picked as his 
assistant aman named Petroyan/Kamo. They found out that the 
bank was going to transfer a large sum of cash from one 
location to another by public transport (tram) to gain protection 
from anonymity. They held up the vehicle, Petroyan threw a 
bomb and thirty people were killed. The vehicle was blown to 
bits; everything except the strong box. 250,000 roubles were 
turned over to Lenin, and Stalin had proved himself. 

Lenin had a slight problem. The money was in 500 rouble 
notes and large denominational money had not been in 
common use. Lenin distributed the money in various countries 
around the world and instructed to exchange as much money 
as they could on a given day. This was carried out but two of 
his agents fell foul of the police. One was Olga Ravich, who 
later married Lenin's great friend Zinoviev, the other was 
Mayer Wallach, whose other name was Finklestein. He later 
changed his name to Maxim Litvinov, who became Stalin's 
Commissioner of Foreign Affairs from 1930 to 1939, and 
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continued his gangster-type work in the early days of the 
United Nations. 


Desperate Measures Required 
Between 1907 and 1914, through the Tsar appointed, Minister 
Stolpyn's land reform laws, 2,000,000 peasants and their 
families receded from the village serfdom system and became 
individual proprietors. All through the Ist World War this 
movement continued so that by Ist January 1916 6,200,000 
peasants families out of 16,000,000 who had become eligible 
had made application for separation.

The men 
of the finest temper were the same men who instigated his 
election success and the installation of the Federal Reserve 
banking system.

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In Mr Shogun's weekly communications he made numerous 

mention to the influence of Sun Tzu, who wrote the "Art of 
War" in the fourth century BC and the more modem guerrilla 
leader Mao Tse-Tung and suggests that we all should read his 
books On Guerrilla Warfare, and On The Protracted War, He 
and other communist guerrilla leaders had applied Sun Tzu's 
The Art of War and inflicted repeated defeats on Chiang Kai 
Shek's nationalist armies who were well equipped and had no 
other object than to exterminate the communist guerrilla’s. 

He told me that Mao had a violent quarrels with an overbearing 
father. As a boy, he discovered that his mother applied the 
policy of the indirect attack, which to him seemed to be more 
effective. His classical Chinese education was an introduction 
to the classical stories of rebellion in ancient China. Mao 
instantly recognised that Sun Tzu precepts are readily 
adaptable to the conduct of modem war, hot or cold. He had 
a few years to wait before he could practise the Cold War in 
the 40s, 50s and 60s but he did not have to wait long before 
his scholastic learning were put to use in a hot war. 

In 1927 Mao was proclaimed an outlaw and had a price put 
on his head, In the early winter of that year, penniless but still 
confident, he arrived at the mountain base of Ching Kang Shan 
in the Hunan-Kiangsi borderlands. Here he was elected 
commander of the Red Army , which then consisted of a few 





thousand starved, miserably equipped men who had survived 
the Nanchang uprising. After lots of persuasion two locally 
powerful bandit chieftains agreed to join forces with the 
communists. These three ill-assorted groups, armed with bows 
and arrows, spears, several hundred rifles and half a dozen 
machine guns, formed the nucleus of the Red Army. 

Mao's first campaigns were fought by a Red Army greatly 
inferior in every material respect. This army had no aircraft, 
no motor vehicles, no tactical radios or telephones, no artillery, 
no medical service, few mortars and a few light and medium 
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machine guns. They had na logistic support or manufacturing 
base for the production of materials such as ammunition or any 
other military equipment, The Red Army was always plagued 
with a critical shortage of ammunition. 


Old Ideas Recycled 


Mao gives a good introduction to Sun Tzu philosophy in his 
book Selected Works. "We must not belittle the saying in the 
book of Sun Wu Tzu, the great military expert of ancient China, 
know your enemy and know yourself and you can fight a 
hundred battles without disaster." 

"Some people are intelligent in knowing themselves but stupid 
in knowing their opponents, and others the other way round; 
neither kind can solve the problem of learning and applying the 
laws of war." 

Mao realised as had Sun Tzu that no war could be won with 
static attitudes, and re-wrote lots of Sun Tzu's sayings for the 
guidance and inspiration of his guerrilla army. Such as: 

“The first essential of military operations is to preserve one's 
own forces and annihilate the enemy and to attain this end it 
is necessary to avoid all passive and inflexible methods." 

Another was; 

1. When the enemy advances, we retreat! 

2, When the enemy halts, we harass! 
3. When the enemy seeks to avoid battle, we attack! 
4. When the enemy retreats, we pursue! 

This was in his early days at Ching Kang Shan (shan is Chinese 
for mountain). In later years he reflected on mistakes made in 
his campaigns with frank honesty and states that the 
communists neglected to observe the principles of Sun Tzu, 
which should govern all military operations, and this was the 
reason for their reverses in southern China in the "Bandit 
Suppression Campaigns" when the nationalists were being led 
by German officers on loan to Chiang Kai Shek. 

Later, after he had the experience of the Long March under 
his belt, he re-wrote more of Sun Tzu. 

In general, the shifting of forces should be done secretly and 
swiftly. Ingenious devices such as making a noise in the east 
while attacking in the west, appearing now in the south and now 
in the north, hit and run and night action should be constantly 
employed to mislead, entice and confuse the enemy. 
Flexibility in dispersion, in concentration and in shifting is the 
concrete manifestation of the initiative in guerrilla warfare, 
whereas inflexibility and sluggishness will inevitable land one 
in a passive position and incur unnecessary losses. But a 
commander proves himself wise not by understanding how 
important the flexible employment of forces is but by being 
able to disperse, concentrate or shift his forces in time 
according to specific circumstances. This wisdom in foreseeing 
changes and right timing is not easy to acquire except for those 
who study with a receptive mind and take pains to investigate 
and think things over. In order that flexibility may not become 
reckless action, a careful consideration of the circumstances is 
necessary. 
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Valuable Lessons 


Mao used Sun Tzu teachings but was always willing to give 

Sun Tzu the credit, but Mao was the one who adapted it to 
modern warfare with the greatest dexterity. The German 
commanders, Chiang Kai Shek, the Japanese and the 
Americans had all read Sun Tzu; in fact the Japanese had made 
very detailed studies but Mao applied it better then all the 
others. He started using the philosophies of Sun 





the nature of war is constant ceaseless change and tor this 
reason all operations need continuous changes and adjustment. 
Mao para-phrases this. "The process of knowing the situation 
goes on not only before but also after the formulation of a 
military plan. The carrying out ofa plan from its very beginning 
to the conclusion of an operation, is another process of knowing 
the situation, ie the process of putting it into practice. In this 
process, there is need to examine anew whether the plan, 





Tzu to guide his decision making in 1927 and 
did not finish that phase until 1949. He used it 
again in the Korean War; thése were the hot 
applications of Sun Tzu in the following Cold 
War. Unfortunately he used the cold 
applications just as effectively. 

Mao said, "We should carefully study the 
lessons which were learned in past wars at the 
cost of blood and which have been bequeathed 
to us. We must put conclusions thus reached to 
the test of our own experiences and absorb what 
is useful, reject what is useless and add what is 
specifically our own." From Qn the Protracted 
War, Mao threw the power of Sun Tzu at the 
nationalist General Chiang Kai Shek. Even 
though he was supported by the Germans, the 
British and the Americans his best divisions 
surrendered to the communists, and many of the 
captured officers and men immediately joined 
the Red Army, The weapons taken were 
numbered in tens of thousands. By 1949 the 
Americans, who had spent several billion 
dollars equipping, training and transporting the 
nationalists' armies, were fully aware that it was 
no joke. 

The joke was that in 1936, Mao had said: 


"We have a claim on the output of the arsenals of London as 
well as Hanyang, and what is more, it is to be delivered to us 
by the enemies own transport corps. This is the sober truth, not 
a joke." Mao was also re-equipped by the Japanese in the same 
fashion; Mao had a very long World War II. 
Adaptability 

Mao's commanders continually proved themselves capable of 
utilising terrain more effectively than their adversaries. Real 
estate, the ground as such, was never an important factor with 
the communists. They were experts at running away. Mao on 
several occasions joked that he doubted very much if any other 
army had ever been so good at running away. But this running 
away in itself was generally designed to draw the enemy into 
an over confidence situation, sucking them into unknown 
territory where there lines of supplies would be exposed, then 
they were cut off, isolated and eliminated individually. 

One of the most difficult problems which confronts any 
commander who has committed his forces in accordance with 
a good plan is to alter this in the light of changing 
circumstances. Sun Tzu knew the inherent difficulties both 
intellectually and physically. He repeatedly emphasised that

mapped out in the earlier process corresponds with the 
actualities. If the plan does not correspond or does not fully 
correspond with them, then we must, according to fresh 
knowledge, form new judgements and make new decisions to 
modify the original plan in order to meet the new situation. 
There are partial modifications in almost every operation, and 
sometimes even a complete change, a hothead who does not 
know how to change his plan, or is unwilling to change it but 
acts blindly, will inevitably run his head against a brick wall.” 

This is long winded but how many times has this been proven 
in warfare? Stalingrad would have to be one of the best 
examples; the Battle of Britain another famous one where the 
inability to change has cost irreplaceable losses. 

Sun Tzu emphasises to retire when conditions indicate it to 
be desirable is correct; attack and defence are complementary. 
Mao puts it this way. 

"Attack may be changed into defence and defence into attack; 
advance may be turned into retreat and retreat into advance; 
containing forces may be turned into assault forces, and assault 
forces into containing forces." 

Sun Tzu and Mao both stress that the key principles are 
deception and surprise. They both reiterate it constantly. Mao 
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writes it in a more modern version so I will give you his. 
"War demands deception. It is often possible by adopting all 
kinds of measures of deception to drive the enemy into the 
plight of making erroneous judgements and taking erroneous 
actions, thus depriving him of his superiority and initiative." 
The enemy is deceived by creating "shapes" (Sun Tzu) or 
illusions (Mao). At the same time, one conceals his shape from 
the enemy. The eyes and ears of hostile commanders are sealed. 
Deception is not enough, the 
enemy leaders must be confused, 
if possible driven insane. The 
morale of the enemy is the target 
of high priority, its reduction an 
essential preliminary to the armed 
clash. Here again Mao is quoting 
from Sun Tzu the first proponent 
of psychological warfare. They 
both stress that man is the 
decisive factor in warfare. 
Weapons are important but not 
decisive, it is man's intelligence 
which counts most. 


Nearly An Upset 
Against the Run of Play 


All through the Chinese Civil 
War the communists repeatedly 
demonstrated their mastery of deception and their mobility, this 
combined with their ability to pick the weak points in their 
opposing forces led to their victory over all- comers. In the 
Korean War Mao deployed nearly a quarter of a million men 
to positions on the Korean side of the Yalu River before the 
United Nations command were aware of them. The United 
Nations superiority in air power and communication failed to 





react to this manoeuvre. It caught the UN forces widely 
dispersed and nearly drove them into the sea. This grand 
manoeuvre which was imaginative and expertly carried 
through came within inches of finishing the United Nations for 
good in Korea, After this was completed a type of static warfare 
was induced by McArthur which contained the Chinese 
advantage in mobility and for "face" reasons the Chinese could 
not withdraw from Korea into mainland China. 


Shogun was an expert tutor. Our 
tesistance workers went in to 
nearly every library in 
Apathralia and liberated copies 
of Sun Tzu the Art of War and 
anything by Mao Tse Tung.

ATi nravshoue outback Queensland there exists widespread 
apprehension about Australia's perceived lack of defence 
capability. Indonesia is frequently mentioned as a threat to 
Australia, and many outback residents expect Australia to be 
invaded by Indonesia in their lifetimes. Frequently, people 
express astonishment at the Australian practices of training 
Indonesian troops and of exporting military equipment to 
Indonesia. 

The matter of defence is routinely raised by outback residents 
in the context of dismay at the trend towards disarming 
Australian citizens, 

Only eighty thousand Australians live in a vast productive 
swathe of Queensland from the Gulf of Carpentaria to the NSW 
border. The population of the Northern Territory is around 
160,000, of whom about half live in Darwin. Vast areas of the 
North are frozen in National Parks, a very large part of the 
Northern Territory is tied up in aboriginal reserves and will 
never be populated, and the population of Western Queensland 
is at best static. If Australians do not populate the western 
portion of Queensland, with its wonderful mineral and grazing 
resources, then Indonesia is the most likely source of 
immigrants whose visas will be in the shape of guns and 
ammunition. 

Indonesia is a military threat to Australia, Here are some of 
the reasons: 

1, Indonesian military tradition was carefully inculcated by 
the Japanese invaders of the then Dutch East Indies. Japan's 
only active ally in the Pacific was the force led by Soekamo. 
Today's Indonesian military has not forgotten the lessons 
learned from the Japs; including utter disrespect for the rights 
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for the morale of the troops, 
of civilians... 





of noncombatants, brutality towards prisoners and a belief that 
killing civilians is good for the morale of the troops. The 
Indonesian military, like the Imperial Japanese Forces, does not 
see itself as subordinate to civilian rule. Japan is a major aid 
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donor to Indonesia, and one is entitled to suspect that Japanese 
leaders see Indonesia as Japan's surrogate in the South West 
Pacific. 


2. The Indonesian military establishment has established 
enormous financial and political power. This power includes 
practical control over the media, so sustained public criticism 
of the military is absent. What the military wants, the military 
gets. 

3. Ample evidence exists of the propensity to aggression of 
the Indonesian military. Examples are: 

a. Repression since 1948 of the Ambonese who have long 
sought to establish an independent republic of the South 
Moluccas. 

b. The "Crush Malaysia" Konfrontasi campaign. 


c. Mass murder of as many as 200,000 Chinese in 1965 on 
the pretext of destroying the PKI. 

d. Murder and dispossession of the people of West Irian, 
to make way for more than 700,000 Javanese immigrants. 

e. The invasion of East Timor in 1975 followed by brutal 
repression since, 

4. The Indonesian militarists, utterly unrepentant about their 
excesses, have never been seriously opposed by the 
international community. Just as they have made themselves 
immune to domestic opposition, so their tract record shows 
immunity from serious international opposition. 

5. Indonesia already has 200,000,000 people, and 
notwithstanding media hype about birth control campaigns, 
indonesia still has a high rate of population growth. The 
demand for lebensraum has been the driving force behind 
aggression against West Irian and East Timor. 

6. Although it is true that the fundamentalists have less 
influence in Indonesia than in Iran, we must never forget that 
Indonesia is the world's largest Moslem nation. Moslem 
nations tend to be aggressive nations. Every Moslem knows 
that to die in battle is a guarantee of a permanent place in

heaven. Moslem fundamentalism is on the rise around the 
world, including in Turkey, the home of "liberal Islam". At any 
time this irrational phenomenon could gain the ascendancy in 
Indonesia. 

7. As the Indonesian economy continues to grow, that nation's 
demand for mineral resources will rapidly increase. 

8. Indonesia carries international clout as an oil producer in 
its own right and has massively more influence through the 
economic power of its Middle East co-religionists. It is 
doubtful whether the USA will be willing to defend Australia 
against Indonesia and thereby risk confrontation with the 
world's principal oil producers. 

9. Consider the possibility that Indonesia could reach an 
understanding with another anti-European country - India - on 
a partitioning arrangement whereby the former would occupy 
the north of Australia and the latter would occupy the west, 

10. International bureaucrats and lunatic fringe 
conservationists are pushing dangerous proposals which would 
further mean depopulation of the outback. Suggestions of 
World Heritage listing of the Lake Eyre Basin, and for the 
winding back of Gulf cattle production seem part of a script 
written by an intending invader. 

11, Indonesia has around one million men in its armed forces. 
Military effectiveness is not necessarily proportionate to 
manpower, and troops are useful only when they can be 
deployed in the right place, but it is fair to observe that we are 
outnumbered. 

It is difficult to assess how imminent is the Indonesian threat, 
but one can validly advance the proposition that Australia faces 
a danger from Indonesia in 1994 greater than the danger posed 
to Australia by Japan in 1931, The strategic question facing 
Indonesia's expansionist planners is whether some or all of 
PNG (East Irian) should be occupied prior to adventurism 
against Australia. In my estimation the Indonesians will 
achieve all their goals in PNG politically, that is to say 
principally through PNG politicians. 


THE FORM OF THE THREAT 


There are many possible scenarios, the least likely of which 
is a full frontal attack on our coastal cities. A more likely 








scenario would incorporate these phases, with overlapping 
timeframes: 


1. Installation of Agents of Influence 


Although Indonesia suffered a setback with the death of 
former chief apologist, Fairfax journalist Peter Hastings, this 
process is already well advanced, with many opinion moulders 
working hard to promote a national policy of grovelling to 
Indonesia.

c¢. An exploration project - possibly financed by Petromina

afford wonderful opportunities including aerial surveillance 
and mapping. 

d, Growth of a Moslem community in the Gulf coast. This 
could come about easily. through the purchase of a coastal 
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cattle station by an Australian Moslem syndicate, which could 
then set about building an "Australian Moslem University". 

e. An international medical and civil aid programme for 
northern aboriginal communities, ostensibly to remedy alleged 
deficiencies in Australian domestic health programmes. 

f. Construction of port 'n resort facilities for an Indonesian 
shipping line intending to bring international tourists to the 
north - "Australia's own Bali". 

g. A very neat ploy would be for Indonesia to offer the money 
and the engineers to construct a railway from the Gulf to Mount 
Isa, ostensibly so that Indonesia could buy more Australian 
copper, lead, zinc, beef cattle, live sheep and phosphate. 
Australian politicians are likely to be delighted with such a 
proposal. 


3. International Propaganda Against 
Australia 
Intended to remove international support for Australian 
sovereignty, the campaign would be based upon accusing this 
country of miscellaneous crimes including: 
a. Alleged mistreatment of indigenous population. 
b. Alleged discrimination against the Moslem population 
(half a million buy the year 2000). 
c. Allegedly anti-conservationist activities, such as growing 
food or harvesting timber or extracting minerals. 


4. The Build-Up 


Once a beachhead is im place, the build-up of territory can 
proceed simply be purchasing more cattle stations and 
initiating more projects. If the Gulf to Mount Isa railway 
project is in operation, then there are feeder roads to repair or 
to build and camps to establish. Airfield upgrading and 
construction will proceed apace. The build-up would simply 
continue up to the point where Australian authorities are 
obliged to intervene, for example to insist on the deportation 
of illegal immigrants, or to inspect Indonesian property for 
arms, or to intercept unscheduled aircraft. Intervention will be 
long delayed by the activities of the agents of influence, but 
when it finally occurs, the "need to protect the interests of 
Indonesian citizens" will provide the pretext for Phase Five. 

The build-up period is also used for recruitment, arming, 
training, tasking and rehearsal of a fifth column of Moslem 
fighters, perhaps five thousand in number. If any of the Moslem 
fighters are discovered during this process, the authorities will 
believe their cover story that they are preparing themselves for 
military activity in support of co-religionists in the Middle 
East, in the Balkans, in Western China or in one of the former 
Soviet republics, 

By the end of this "build-up" phase we might expect that 
Indonesia will have around ten thousand troops covertly 
resident upon Australian soil. This is not a large number to 
distribute among several "civilian" projects and over two or 
more cattle properties of a million acres each. Indonesia would 
have the capacity to bring in a similar additional number by 
air and sea in the space of a few days, without fear of 
interdiction by Australia. 


5, Pre-Emptive Strike 


Moslem fighters would launch simultaneous sabotage attacks 
across the nation. Military targets would include aircraft, ships. 
magazines, communications centres, military stores, armoured 
yehicles, fuel depots and the RAN-operated Darwin listening 


post. Civilian targets would include police stations, radio and 
television transmitters and gunshops (all of which would be 
looted). Weapons will be a blend of delayed and remotely 
activated explosive charges, and (particularly for parked 
aircraft) man-portable rocket launchers. The majority of 
Australian officers of general rank would be murdered. 

The most significant civilian target would be the assassination 
of as many politicians as could be hit simultaneously, This 
could occur at a single event, such as the opening of Federal 
Parliament or at the Melbourne Cup. Or it could be a bomb or 
sniper at every Dawn Service on Anzac Day. 

Indonesia would of course deny any connection with such 
atrocity, and a fictional group named something like "Pacifist 
League of Australia" will claim responsibility. The principal 
motive for killing politicians is that survivors will be unable 
to function, partly through justifiable paranoia, and partly 
through predominance of effort being expended in replacing 
the deceased.

6. Limited Aggression 

In this phase Indonesia will seek to avoid major military 
conflict and will still furiously deny that it has any military 
ambitions, while its forces cautiously expand their area of 
control south from the Gulf into north west Queensland. 
Indonesia will claim that all its forces are civilians or at most 
"volunteers". During this period Indonesian troops will be 
restrained in their dealings with the civilian population, and 
every attempt will be made by the invaders to convince the 
Australian public that their aims are limited. 

No attempt will yet have been made to occupy any city, not 
even Darwin, so the city populations and their representatives 
will tend to convince themselves that the threat to their welfare 
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is minor and can be overcome with a little appeasement. The 
Indonesians will speedily and massively reinforce their 
manpower, both military and civilian; will establish their own 
air bases on the airfields they have prepared: and will build up 
their war materiel to the limit of the carrying capacity of the 
north west Queensland road system. This phase will continue 
right up to the moment when the Indonesia commander judges 
that the Australian defence forces are about to launch a serious 
attack, Phase seven will then begin. 


7. Overt Aggression 

Phis phase will begin with bombing attacks from Bacau upon 
Darwin military installations: the occupation by Indonesian 
paratroopers of Darwin airport; and of the port by Indonesian 
marines, RAN vessels in port will be sabotaged. Indonesian oil 
tankers, secretly converted, will deliver military vehicles, 
artillery, troops and stores. Another Indonesian oil tanker will 
reveal its true colours as helicopter carrier. Indonesian warships 
will take up station in the port to provide cover for unloading 
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transports, and will be protected from counter-attack by the 
presence on their decks of numerous Australian civilian 
hostages captured by the paratroopers. The Indonesians would 
expect to take casualties in the face of spirited, resourceful and 
heroic resistance by Darwin's military and civilian defenders, 
but practical control of Darwin would be achieved by the 
invaders within a couple of days. In the meantime. Alice 
Springs and Tennant Creek will have been occupied from the 
air, and Cloncurry and Mount Isa will have been occupied by 
land from the Gulf beachhead. 

To this point the Australian Government will have received 
ho material international support other than two New Zealand 
destroyers which will steam for Sydney Harbour as a gesture 
of trans-Tasman solidarity, and the offer of a battalion (details 





unspecified and offer not accepted) from the United Kingdom. 
The Australian Government, riddled by infighting and facing 
an equally divided opposition, will be yacillating between 
general mobilisation and further appeasement. 

The appeasers and their international allies will be encouraged 
by the political skill of the Indonesians in naming for Northern 
Territory and north west Queensland, an Aboriginal as 
Governor and by then appointing a provisional puppet 
government predominantly comprised of Aboriginals. The 
“provisional government" would contro! radio and television 
which would broadcast continuous appeals to all Aborigines, 
Torres Strait Islanders and all other "oppressed minorities" to 
flock northward. 

Moslem demonstrations by 200,000 men and women and 
children in Sydney and by 100,000 in Melbourne, followed by. 
a convergence of at least 100,000 on Canberra will contribute 
to paralysis of decision making. Patriotic groups including 
veterans and the Labor Councils of some States will start 
arming and will demand action. So will certain ethnic groups, 
including refugees from formerly communist Eastern Europe, 
the fiercely pro-Australian Vietnamese and the fiercely anti- 
Moslem Greeks and Jews. 

‘The looney tunes, the peace-at-any price mob, the Communist 
Party, the homosexual lobby, the Australian Democrats, the 
Rey, Sir Alan Walker, Dr. Keith Suter and other ratbags will 
scream for surrender, 

The five thousand Moslem fighters, encouraged by the 
destruction of a mosque or two, then renew their sabotage and 
assassination campaign. A Boeing 737 is hit by a rocket on 
takeoff from Adelaide airport, There are no survivors. Furious 
debate erupts over whether Moslems should be interned. 

To this point, the invaders have been ordered to refrain from 
brutal treatment of civilians and to allow a flow of refugees 
from occupied areas just sufficient to clog the roads to the south 
and the east. 

The chances are that the invaders will be allowed to continue 
Phase Seven without major opposition and without a general 
mobilisation by Australia, to the point where 100,000 
Indonesian troops will have occupied the whole of the Northern 
Territory plus Queensland as far east as Hughenden and as far 
south as Tambo. The invaders would then stop, and 
consolidate, while the rush of new Indonesian settlers 
continues. 


8. Consolidation 


After Phase Seven, a maximum of a quarter of a million 
Australians are under [Indonesian rule. Around 10,000 
Australians are dead, of whom half lost their lives in the 
defence of Darwin. Perhaps 30,000 refugees have fled the 
occupied area. Airlines refuse to overfly the Australian 
mainland, and will only land in Perth or Hobart. Australia and 
indonesia are each the subject of an arms boycott, which is 
ignored by Iraq, {ran and Russia, all of whom offer to sell 
military equipment to Indonesia, Tens of thousands of Javanese 
immigrants. especially retired soldiers, arrive with their 
families to settle the occupied areas. 

indonesian troops hold their positions, Armed clashes are 
limited to skirmishes between patrols and occasional clashes 
between aircraft. Indonesia asks Holland to use its good offices 
to propose Australia a truce based on: 

a. No further territorial claims by Indonesia; 


b. Recognition of Indonesian temporary stewardship of the 
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occupied area; 

c. An "act of free choice" to be held within five years to 
determine whether the residents wish the presently occupied 
areas to be: 

i. An Indonesian Province; 
ii. An Independent Aboriginal Republic: or 
iii. Once again a part of Australia. 

After frantic debate, those members of the Government who 
have not already found an excuse to visit New Zealand with 
their families will agree to the proposed truce, which will in 
fact be surrender on conditions which are subject to the whim 
of the invader. 

9. Expansion 

Indonesia will follow the pattern of all aggressors in viewing 
a truce as merely a phase in the aggression. Resettlement of 
Javanese will proceed apace. Incidents will be fabricated to 
give Indonesian troops the excuse to extend their territory, a 


little here, a little there. The Australian economy will of course 
be seriously disrupted, and Japan offer substantial 
reconstruction aid with the condition that Australia be more 
accommodating to the Indonesian Forces, The end of 
Australian sovereignty will be clearly in sight. 





Australia needs to consider two fundamental questions: 
1. How best can we deter Indonesia from invading? 
2. What can we do to prepare for the contingency that 
deterrence may fail?

I you borrowed $100 from the mafia and you were concerned 
for your personal safety you would pay them back the $100 
on time, and if they came back the following week and said 
give us $10 for the interest that you owe us for the 
loan you would probably pay. And if the following 
week they came back and said pay us $10 for the 
interest on that loan :- after a few years of this you 
might pick up the courage to say no the mafia: 
"What's going on? I paid that loan back to you years

ago. Why do I have to keep paying you now?" And exe 


the man would say, "It's easy. If you don't want to 
pay we break your legs, a debt to the family is always 
adebt." What is the difference between the mafia and 
your local bank? You have paid for your house 
probably many times over, yet if you stop paying 
they will break your heart; maybe not your legs, but out in the 
street you will go. A debt to the bank is always a debt. 

They are not the mafia. They are supposed to be pillars of the 
community. 

In any contract there is supposed to be full discovery from both 
parties. That means that both sides should put all the cards on 
the table, to show the other side there are no hidden traps. But 
the banks break every contract they have ever made, as they 
never explain to the customer who takes a loan that: 

1. The bank manufactures the loan. They do not borrow it from 
some one else to lend to you. 

2. If anyone lends the bank money that goes into their reserve 
deposits. For every $2.50 that is lent to them by the public they 
can loan out $96.50 as digits on a piece of paper, and put it in 
your account as a loan. To pay it back we cannot use the same 
sort of imagination that the bank does. We have to redeem it 
with worked-for money, 

3. When they loan out $96.50 that credit is released into the 
community, that is the only way any money, new money is 
released into the community. 

4. The person has to pay back the $96.50 plus interest, on 
interest, but the bank never releases any money into the 
community that is to or can cover the interest factor, this always 
leaves a shortage of money, cash or credit in the community, 
so even if every borrower was perfect it is an absolute 
impossibility for all to pay back. 

These facts should be written on a large piece of cardboard 
and put in front of every prospective borrower. He should be 
told that the only way he can pay back any loan is to steal some 
other persons credit, as there is not enough for both of them. 
Could you imagine good Christians struggling with their 
conscience; "Who do I have to deprive of their pay back money 
so that I can pay my interest back?" These bank trading 
practises are not new. They are at least three hundred years old. 


The World's Biggest Crime 


The banks are worse then the mafia as the banks do not have 
to go and steal the money from someone else. They 
manufacture it; the credit they put in your account is a 
substitute for money - like tickets or postage stamps. If we had 
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a postal system and the post office didn't print enough stamps 
the mail bags would go to destinations empty and the people 
would be mystified as they stood there with letters in there hand 
wondering why there were no stamps and why their letters 
could not be posted. We in the real world stand 
looking at immense natural and man made wealth 
that is ready for human betterment and we starve and 
scrimp because the banks will not allow anyone to 
exploit the country's wealth except themselves, 

S Can you imagine standing looking at fields of wheat 
od going rotten because there is not enough bank notes 
or credit for people to buy it or for anyone to harvest 
it? Just think for a few seconds of how new money 
comes into the community, Does anyone give it 
away? No. If they work for the government do they 
get notes fresh from the Reserve Bank direct from 
the Government? No. The bank may pay out old or new notes 
but the money still comes from a series of digits that the bank 
has raised on that department's account. No new money is 
allowed out unless the people or the government has loaned it. 


The Only Thing Surer Than Death 


The second biggest crime is taxation, as taxation does not go 

to pay for government works, it goes to pay for government 
interest payments to banks, The government wants to build a 
prison to keep people in it who cannot pay their bank bills, for 
instance. So it writes out a treasury bill for ten million dollars 
and offers it at the central clearing house, that is where the four 
big banks (small banks and building societies have to work as 
an agent for one of the big names in the clearing house) who 
are really only one bank with four different names, exchange 
all the cheques and credits and debits to one another, One of 
the four divisions, say Westpac for instance, will take the 
Treasury Bill and open an account in the name of the 
Department who are supervising the construction of the prison. 
The prison will be built, the wages will be paid and the 
Treasury will pay the interest to the bank. The principle is so 
big that it cannot be touched, but the interest has to be paid. 

I suppose this is the reason for the New World Order, someone 
has to break the legs. The Rothschilds started lending money 
to governments many years ago and if they did not do as they 
were told they were replaced by revolution or invaded by a 
neighbouring country. If $15,000,000, has been borrowed in 
China from the international bank then $15,000,000 has to be 
accounted for with interest paid. If one country on the planet 
did it differently then that country would have to withstand the 
whole world and the international bankers would not rest until 
that country was changed or brought to its knees. We could 
organise our monetary system of course though we must realise 
that we are not free to change our system and even though we 
cannot see the chains that bind us they are as hard as the granite 
columns that stand outside the banks.

rifles in Australia due to the large numbers that were imported 
and sold at a price that would not make 5% of there real value.

The 6.5 x 55 is an excellent calibre, It is mild to shoot and is 
always very accurate. I remember putting a batch of about 20 
rifles on one side and selling them for $55 each because the

In 1982 the Swedish government offered 360,000 Mod 96 6.5 
mm Mausers to Sam Cummings at Interarms, but Sam still had 
a warehouse full from before 1968 so he refused the deal. He 
offered $5,00 each, The Swedes declined the offer saying that 
"five dollars would not buy a toy", but where do you sell 
360,000 Mausers? At that time Ronald Reagan had not 
lifted the ban on the import of military rifles to the 
United States, it was a part of the 1968 Gun Control Act. 

I imported Swedish Mausers from Denmark in 1983 
and was paying US$25 for them and they were being 
retailed for $65 Australian, but for the workmanship in 
them and the quality of the materials that were used in 
them they were worth 20 times as much. In fact if you 
had to have a rifle made in the same way with the same 
materials it might be impossible or it might cost many 
thousands of dollars to duplicate the workmanship and 
metallurgical content that was in the Model 96. In fact 
the Swedish government had devoted a large part of its 
country's resources in manufacturing this rifle and the 
people were very proud of "The Masterpiece". Nearly 
all the imported rifles were in excellent condition as the 
military arsenals had a very efficient system of rotating, 
checking and factory refurbishing. 

Some Mauser enthusiasts consider the Argentine 
Mauser the best made Mauser. I will agree it is a more 
modern design, but drop down floor plates and cock- 
on-opening bolts do nothing for me. I believe that if you 
get a Model 96 manufactured before 1912 which is 
lucky enough to be in its original stock, you have the 
best wood to metal fit of any military rifle of all time. 
Tf you have one with a good barrel 3 inch groups at 300 
metres is not impossible, and if anyone tells you they 
can do it with that rife | would not argue too strongly. 


An Act of Barbarism 


To put a scope on them it increases their potential but you have 
to ruin a masterpiece that some tradesman put together nearly 
a hundred years ago. I have done it but it made me feel like a 
butcher. The bolt handle has to be removed and repositioned, 
the charger guide has to be ground off and the receiver drilled 
and tapped to accommodate Weaver style bases. Butchery, but 
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barrels were very rugged and smooth (like a potato patch), I 
thought I would still sell them for actions. The first day 1 put 
them out a fellow picked one up without even looking down 
the barrel. He said he was going dog shooting and would this 
be okay for dogs? | assured him that every dog that he hit with

that would not be troubling him again. | told him that | only 
put that batch out for actions only but he wouldn't spend any 
more that $55 except for some cleaning gear. A week later he 
came back and said the rifle was incredible; he had shot six 
dogs some at extreme long range, about 200 yards. His 
companions were very impressed as they had not managed to

hit any, The property manager with his Remington was very 
put out and he had given this fellow some $65 to buy one for 
him. 

The fellow then wanted a scope put on his rifle, as it was so 
accurate he thought things could only get better. [ told him that 
it would cost more than the rifle was worth in its present 
condition. He said he had cleaned the barrel and the barrel was 
perfect, and said that if it wasn't it would not have shot the dogs. 
T had another look up the barrel; when I condemn a rifle it's 
not often I make mistakes, but sure enough the barrel looked 
like an open grave yard with "For Sale, Inquire Within” signs 
on it. 


Not A Dog After All 


He still wanted it done so we did it, and when he picked it 
up he bought another dearer one for himself and another for 
his teenage son. Gosh, I wish my dad had liked guns. A few 
weeks later he appeared in the shop again with a grin from ear 
to ear. He flashed out a bench rest target. He had shot a ten 
shot 1" group at 100 meters; the target was signed by the range 
officer from Belmont SSAA with the rifle's serial number 
recorded on the target so that J would know it was the $55 rifle 
that [ had sold him and the one that | had told him wasn't worth 
putting a scope on. He loved it and | was glad | was wrong. 

He bought a full set of 6.5 x 55 reloading gear that day and 
was a good customer for years, | could write a book about 
Swedish Mausers and one day I might find the time, Ifyou have 
one of these masterpieces do it justice, clean the rifle and it will 
see out another hundred years of good service. The cleaning 
rod that is screwed into the channel below the barrel is too short 
for effective cleaning; maybe the Swedish Army's cleaning 
brushes were 5 inches long. A rod to suit a .243 brush is good 
enough but I prefer a .30 cal rod with the plastic stripped off 
and a .270 jag and brush, It is a long barrel so try to keep the 
rod central so its steel sides do not rub on the rifling. Instead 
of buying fancy stainless rods to alleviate that problem you can 
always make a rod guide to go in your chamber. 

If you have a Swedish Mauser with "SA" stamped on the left 
hand side of the receiver it stands for "Soumi Arms" and is one 
of the rifles that Sweden sent to Finland to aid itself in its 
defence against the Russians.

Almost five years ago a plot to assassinate 
President Corazon Aquino of the Philippines was 
reported in the national news media after the 
discovery of a loaded handgun and various other 
weaponry in a mailed parcel from the United 
States. The local firearms trade was put into a 
state of shock when Bruce Bertram of Bertram 
Bullets was implicated. The subsequent enquiry 
proved his innocence in the matter, but even now 
he is still suffering the after effects of along uphill 
battle, first to clear his name and then for 
compensation through the courts. 


On the 29th of May 1989 Bernadette Lindner, Bruce 
Bertram's secretary, drove into Seymour for lunch, picked up 
the mail from the Post Office and returned to work. Unknown 
to her there was a Keystone Cop lurking in the postmaster's 
office with a camera to photograph the parcel being picked up. 
On returning to work Bruce opened the parcel in his factory 
in the presence of his secretary and discovered that the contents

convinced that he was the victim of criminals and was going 
to be killed. Eventually Superintendant Silver and Sergeant 
Behrmann identified themselves and showed him search 
warrants for his property. 


Somebody Call The Police! 


Alarmed by the nature of the raid, his neighbour had phoned 
the local police because he thought Bertram was being hit by 
the Mafia. Naturally the Federal Police had not bothered to let 
the State Police know that the raid was about to take place. As 
soon as the local police turned up identification tags were 
hurriedly attached to belts to legitimise their presence, The 
house and factory were then searched before he was taken to 
Melbourne for questioning. 

While all of the police officers maintain that they were 
shouting "Police" or "Police, get down" as they approached the 
premises, Mr Bertram's secretary, who was also forced to the 
ground and handcuffed, was also not made aware that her 
assailant was a police officer until after the event. There were 
only two of them on the premises at the time (which would have 
been known to the police as they admitted that they had the 
property under surveillance), both were unarmed and neither 
had any history of violence or unlawful behaviour.

included a pistol. Suspecting that he was being set up, he then 
immediately placed the parcel out in his yard and walked to 
his house (about 30 metres away) to call the police. 


Don't You Get That Sinking Feeling? 


Before the phone was answered he heard his dog barking, 
warning that someone was in the driveway, so he hung up to 
go and see who was outside and ensure that they would not 
be bitten by the dog. As he got to the door he was confronted 
by a man pointing a shotgun at him from 10 metres away who 
told him to "lay on the floor and be quiet". He asked several 
times if the man was a policeman, until he eventually answered, 
“Why don't you get it into your head, we are not the police". 
He was held down, handcuffed and made to lie with his face 
to the floor for at least half an hour. During this time he was 


Nonetheless, it must have given the good old AFP a real 
buzz to finally get to play Starsky & Hutch. And of course the 
raid warranted a hit squad of forty police officers! 


True Professionals At Work 

The parcel. which had been posted from Phoenix, Anzona 
USA on the 3rd of April, 1989, was addressed to a Mr 
Christianson at Bertram Bullets’ postal address. On the 11th of 
April the Postal Manager was asked to intercept this parcel and 
inform State Security when it arrived; this was done on the 23rd 
of May. The next day a Federal Policeman picked up the parcel 
and returned it five days later; as is evident from the Search 
Warrant produced to Bertram during the raid, the contents of 
the parcel had been inspected, and they had even test fired one 
of the firearms, as they claimed Jater in his interview that "it 
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worked real well”. 

Bertram claims never to have heard of a Mr Christianson, and 
did not notice the name on the parcel, only that it was his 
address, Which takes us to an interesting report in the San 
Francisco Examiner of 20th November 1990 on an alleged plot 
to assassinate the President of the Philippines involving her 
cousin, Eduardo Cojuangeo, and two gun dealers in the. States. 


The Set-Up 


By a strange coincidence one Jeff Davis, a paid government 
informant, worked as a gunsmith for both Robert Barrkmen (of 
ROBAR Industries) and Chuck Byers {of Accuracy Systems), 
the gun dealers in question. In each of his four last jobs he left 
with disputes over alleged thefts or claimed on-the-job illness 
or injury. On the basis of his reports to the government an 
investigation was made into the alleged plot a to bump off Cory 
Aquino. 

Stranger Than Fiction 

Ina true Days of Our Lives type plot with more dubious twists 
and turns than a cheap paperback, Davis implicated both of his 
employers and instigated an official investigation in the 
American summer of 1988. He left ROBAR over sick pay, 
medical insurance and overtime disputes (even claiming he was 
deliberately poisoned by his employer), then went to work for 
Accuracy Systems. Once again Davis reported to his minders 
that his employer was inyolved in the plot, claiming that Chuck 
Byers had manufactured an assassination weapon disguised as 
a video case, and just happening to notice an address label in 
Byers! office to Bruce Bertram's factory in Australia. He 
reported in March 1989 that the weapon had vanished, and was 
fired soon after over a dispute over the disappearance of money 
and two handguns. 

Co-incidentally, the offending parcel turned up in Australia 
with Barrkman's return address on the back. Included in the 
parcel were: 

- A loaded 357 Magnum revolver, serial number removed (the 
one stolen from Chuck Byers' company); 

- A modified 10/22 rifle, fully automatic, with barrel cut to 
about 4" fitted into a video camera case, plus three magazines 
of varying sizes and ammunition to suit; 

- 6 ID cards, unnamed, marked "American Press Association 
Official"; 

- 3 bottles of mercury: 

- 4 mercury-filled gravity switches: 

- 2 rounds of 12Ga special-purpose ammunition; 

- 4 grenade fuses; 

- A quantity of .30 calibre projectiles, some black-tipped, plus 
a further quantity of 22LR ammunition, also black-tipped. 

- A letter which gave cryptic clues to its accompanying 
contents; "Due to your insistence, enclosed is our present for 
the President. Your decision that Ileto must be eliminated is 
sound." (General Ileto is a strong supporter of President 
Aquino.) 

On the day of the raid two other air mail parcels also arrived 
at the post office, also addressed to Edward Christianson at 
Bertram's post box, containing further quantities of mercury, 
30 calibre projectiles, 22LR ammunition and a breech block. 
While the return address was a Robert Alexander in 
Washington State, the parcels were postmarked Phoenix, 
Arizona, which happened to be where Jeff Davis lived. 





In the subsequent inquiry Barrkman, Byers and even Bertram, 
who later flew to America, all passed lie-detector tests while 
claiming no knowledge of the plot, or of the cryptic messages 
included with the parcel. No other concrete evidence was found. 
from searches of their homes and business premises.

e victim of a rather elaborate hoax hatched| 
in America. If Australian police had bothered to check out the} 
story at all they would have saved themselves a lot of 
embarrassment and Mr Bertram a lot of heartache. 


But the fake press cards found in the parcel delivered to 
Bertram were traced to a company in Louisiana. Davis was on 
their mailing list, and was on record of having placed a COD 
order early in 1989, although no further details of the 
transaction were available, Not surprisingly he denied this, but 
it is notable that of all of the major players, Davis was the only 
one not to take a polygraph (lie-detector) test. 


Gestapo Get Their Man 


Meanwhile, back in the Land of Oz, Mr Bertram had fallen 
into rather a heap of trouble. He was charged with "Assisting 
in procurement and supply of arms for incursion of a foreign 
State" under the provisions of Section 71(a) Crimes (Foreign 
Incursions and Recruitment) Act 1978. He was then stripped 
of his shooters licence a few days later so he sent his guns for 
an interstate holiday. 


Whoops, Maybe They Don't 

The day before Bertram was due to appear in Court his 
lawyers were approached by the Crown Solicitor to see if he 
would plead guilty. Bertram refused, and the next day all 
charges were dropped without any explanation. Weeks later, 
when police officers returned his property to him, he alleges 
that Sergeant Behrmann maintained that he still thought he was 
guilty but could not prove it! The Victorian State Police 

subsequently reinstated his firearms licence. 

Anything Will Do 
Then he was charged with possessing a silencer, picked up 
during the initial raid. Again the charges were dropped on the 
day it was set down for in Court. But it may have been a little 
embarrassing, as it was actually a muffler for a model aircraft 

- but what the hell, it still muffles, doesn't it? 
In the following months and years Bertram's business suffered 
as the firearms community treated him as a leper. A group of 
local shooters wanting to form a new SSAA branch in Seymour 
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had arranged a meeting at his house. A SSAA official was to 
come up from Melbourne to address the meeting and help 
organise the formation of the new branch. Unfortunately it 
turned out to be just a few days after the AFP raid had taken 
place. A sizeable group of shooters were assembled at his house 
when Sebastian Ziccone, the convenor from Melbourne, rang 
up at 8pm to say that he would not be coming. On being asked 
why, he hung up. No one in the firearms trade or any shooters’ 
organisation helped in any way lest they be infected by 
association, It was at this time when tension was running high 
that Bertram's marriage broke up. 


The Long And Winding Road 


Extensive correspondence was sent between Bertram's 
solicitors and the Ombudsman's Office for many months, 
involving accusations of overkill in the initial raid, a question 
of whether the search warrants were actually signed before the 
raid took place and the poor attitude displayed by officers 
conducting the case. Two and a half years after the raid the 
Ombudsman invited Bertram and his secretary to claim 
compensation from the Federal Police for wrongful arrest and 
detention. Settlement was made last year (another eighteen 
months down the track), and about half of court costs were 
recompensed just prior to our going to print. 

The last we heard, no charges had been laid on Jeff Davis in 
America, although the investigation is still in progress. 

There has to be a moral to this story, but [ suspect that it is 
not one to be happy about. In short, no matter what you do or 
how you live, NEVER assume that it will not happen to you. 
And don't assume your friends will come rushing to your 
defence! Because maybe, just maybe, fear of victimisation by 
the powers that be will overcome any feelings of loyalty they 
may have. This is the shape of things to come.

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I, this chapter we will get into the business of sniping. | know 
you all think you know it all by now. We had a look at boots 
in Edition 15, but just quietly we have done nothing about 
webbing and packs or dress yet. In some later editions we will 
try to make those subjects interesting and informative. 

J have been asked on a regular basis what the ideal rifle is for 
the sniping profession. That is a very difficult question which 
1 feel there is no answer for, because with any different location 
or purpose there is a different set of needs to be allowed for. 
The main tool of a sniper, the rifle, could be a 378 Weatherby 
Magnum necked down to a 30 cal, a SQ Barrett or a .22 ART 
Explorer, in fact any type can be used but all should try to get 
rifles that suit the specific requirements that you perceive that 
you may need. 

The high scorers of the sniping profession have nearly all been 
at ranges of 50 or 60 yards and could have been effected with 
.22 calibre rifles, and would have been if they had been 
available. There is a distinct division 
between two classes of sniping. One 
is as discussed, the short range sniper. 
The sniper stays behind the lines in a 
static well-concealed hide, using a 
rifle with a low powered scope, a 
silencer and special low power 
ammunition, which kills quietly at 
very close range (50 to 60 yards). 
The second and most glamorous is 
the long range sniper. He 
camouflages his position but 
hopefully keeps mobile and uses a 
long range calibre rifle with a scope 
with large magnification, The short 
range sniper in general gets more 
confirmed kills, but being closer and 
more static he or she has less chance 
of survival. Please note to save 
embarrassment at a later date, do not 
cut notches into your tifle stock after 
each successful shot as if you are later 
caught your chances of survival will 
be greatly reduced - probably to zero. 


Dad's Army 
[can remember a story told by an ex-legionnaire (French) who 
was of course German, because Germans have always been the 
mainstay of the legion. The first day of his military career was 
in the last days of the Third Reich, when the Russians were 
knocking very hard on all the gates and Uncle Adolph didn't 
want them to come in because they always rape and pillage 
not unlike any other army of course (but Stalin did save some 
of his most primitive troops to return the compliments. so to 
speak). Our young hero found himself with nine other young 
recruits, all below sixteen, with a sergeant who was old enough 
to be their grandfather and had seen service in the First World 
War, but had been retired from that because he was over age.

They were the Volkssturm, the last defenders of their country. 

They had a rifle that they had never fired with 5 rounds of 
ammunition and a panzerfaust which no one had seen fired. 
They waited in a trench in an orderly line ready for the attack. 
The command was given and as one they scrambled over the 
trench and started running in the same direction as the sergeant. 
At this point no one had heard a shot, the sergeant stumbled 
so all nine of them ran over to help him up. When they got close 
to him they noticed a round hole in his head, and he looked 
like he was asleep, as they stood around in a bunched circle 
they realised he was dead and that no one had heard a shot, 
they all with complete justification ran away as fast as their legs 
could carry them. They had no uniform, no training and no 
leadership. The sniper had identified his target correctly and 
did not need to shoot the boys as he more than Jikely realised 
that if he shot one of the boys they would then have got too 
scared and then gone to ground and started to hunt for his 
location: instead they felt safe enough to just run.

A Better Mousetrap 


The Russian snipers were expert at this style of sniping. They 
had hard, cold teachers, and they had experienced the 
devastating effect of uncontested German snipers on the 
Eastern Front during the First World War. This first lesson 
ensured that Russians produced their first sniper rifle based on 
their improved Mosin Nagant Model 91/30, They had 
purchased a Zeiss factory during the early 1930s: this enhanced 
Soviet optical manufacturing capabilities considerably, This 
led to the production of the PE scope which was a copy of the 
Zeiss (Zielvier model) but with built-in windage and elevation 
adjustment. The early model PE31 had focus rings, which the 
Russians said were an improvement on the Zeiss, and with 
internal adjustments we would tend to believe them. 
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The 91/30 model was adopted on the 28th of April 1930 and 

early in production, rifles that showed exceptional accuracy 
were modified by having the bolt handle extended to increase 
leverage and bending it where it 
met the joint of the bolt so that it 
did not infringe on the scope. 
Barrels were then carefully 
finished and stocks altered to 
provide a free floating barrel. 
The early mount was fitted to the 
receiver ring which was basically 
a one-piece mount attached with 
a dovetail. The Mosin Nagant 
was not originally designed to 
take a scope, and with its rear 
split breach was not easy to 
modify. 

The second mount 
variation was a side 
mount drilled and tapped 
on to the left hand side of 
the action. This was the 
best of the two, but the 
only 100% satisfactory 
modification is to weld a 
piece over the split breach 
and modify the bolt to suit 
that, then drill and tap 
bases as in the Parker 
Hale or Mauser fashion. 
The Russian side mount 
with the rugged Zeiss 
style scope is not nearly as 
good as anything on the 
sporting market today. It 
was primitive, but in 
comparison with a large 
amount of sophisticated 
equipment that is issued 
to today's modern armies, 
it worked, and kept 
working through all the 
abuse a scoped rifle gets in field 
combat conditions. 


Rough & Ready 


What it lacked in fine precision 
it made up for in serviceability. 
Mosin Nagants would work 
when the finest Mauser had 
seized up with ice and mud. 
During the short but fierce war 
between Russia and Finland in 
1939-40 the Soviet army suffered 
again at the hands of the expert 
Finnish snipers, who were all ex- 
hunters (mostly eider duck 
hunters who always tried to shoot 
them without damaging their 
feathers), and used to outside 
environments and skilled on their 
skis. They were able to cover 
distances silently and more quickly then other types of troops.

The Finns showed themselves to be masters of irregular 
warfare, especially the Sissijoukkeet guerilla ski troops. 
(Sound a bit sissi to me). 


A War of Attrition 


They used their own modified rifles and scopes, mainly Mosin 
Nagants, but Sweden sent hundreds of thousands of their 1896 
Swedish Mausers there to help keep the Russians at bay. Even 
Italy sent Mannlicher-Carcano rifles (not carbines), and these 
were put to good use against the reds. With their excellent rifles 
and scopes they operated and killed at will behind the Russian 
lines. It was in this conflict that the words "the white death” 
were first heard, and it struck white fear into Russian soldiers. 
The Russians lost whole armies in Finland but ran men in there 
quicker then the Finns could churn out the bullets, and 
eventually ground them down. 


The Russians of course not being good loses, learnt by their

mistakes and their sniper training was stepped up into top gear. 
They had received a demonstration of how effective it was at 
first hand. They knew how demoralising it was and how it 
could slow down advances and retreats, so they sent survivors 
from Finland to instruct at the Red Army Snayperskaya 
Schools. 

The Germans in World War Two had foolishly neglected their 
sniper training (this decrease is re-enacted in most armies after 
wars are over and much blood has to be spilt to relearn the old 
lessons), probably due to the their reliance on the blitzkrieg 
strategy. In 1941 when the Germans were on their winter 
holidays outside Moscow and Petrograd the Russians returned 
the compliment from the First World War. They found 
themselves at the wrong end of a scoped war, and were almost 
unprepared for it. 

They had to start learning all the tricks again the hard way. 
At first they had to make do with donated Mauser sporting 
rifles with all different types of rifles, mounts and scopes. Any 
breakages of anything and the whole unit was junk. They even 
resurrected 98B Model 1918 pattern rifles with scopes on them 
that were left over from the First World War. Then the German 
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armourers acquired 98 Mauser service rifles and started 
attaching any mount to any scope they could get to fit, and then 
the German home industry wound its way up in to filling the 
needs. 


The Whispering Trees 


The boys in the story never heard the shot as a large percentage 
of Russian snipers used a very functional silencer. This silencer 
weighed 500 grams, were about nine inches long and a inch 
and a quarter in diameter. They fitted on to the muzzle in the 
same manner as the bayonet, mounting like a light bulb, and 
after every 100 shots the rubber inserts had to be cleaned and 
changed. The silencers had to be used with special low velocity 
ammunition, the "partizan" load, which was a bullet weighing 
146.6 grains with a reduced powder load of 7.4 grains of 
smokeless powder. This produced a velocity of 868 feet per 
second which was very low-powered, but beneath the speed of 
sound, so no sonic boom and very quiet operation. Snipers are 
very hard to detect when there is no noise, no muzzle flash and 
you don't have a clue which direction they are shooting from. 
On the other hand the low velocity ammunition forced the 
Russian snipers to work very close, within 100 yards, which 
meant that their camouflage had to be excellent and mobility 
was confined to night time. 


No Sexual Harassment In This Job... 


When discussing World War II Russian snipers, it would not 
be cricket if we did not mention the 
ladies. Yes, that's ladies, not 
laddies, Women were not in the 
main in normal infantry units, but 
were encouraged into roles that 
suited their capabilities. The 
Russian psychologists who were 
followers of Pavlov (of Pavlov's 
dogs fame) had the idea that 
women could kill men easier then 
men could. In bureaucratic form 
this ended up with them using 
women as execution squads for the 
Russian armies for use on their own 
men (instilling discipline) and on 
prisoners, a nice socialistic touch. 
This philosophy was the reason that 
the sniper schools recruited a large 
percentage of women and they 
found women snipers to be 
exceptionally effective, 

Eight women snipers were 
awarded the "Hero of the Soviet 
Union", the top military bravery 
medal issued in the USSR. The 
Soviet's World War Two 
propaganda machine was excellent 
and they made many film clips for 
the matinee news which was shown 
in the picture theatres (they did not 
have telly in those days). On one of 
these some of the lady snipers were 
to have had scores (these are dead people we are talking about) 
of 900 each or more. So many, in fact, that it was a wonder 
that Hitler had any Germans soldiers left to defend the 
homeland.

When I have a look for documentation in my small library the 
best | can find is Senior Sergeant Rosa Shanina credited with 
a score of 54 for the ladies, and Mikokay Jakovlevicz Ilin for 
the gentleman, with a top score of 494 before his untimely 
death by bullets in 1943. Even though the Russian propaganda 
was prone to exaggeration, they had it all over the Germans 
in sniping on the Eastern Front until the Germans made their 
Zeilfarnrohr-Karabiner 98K with its silencer (schalldampfer) 
available. By this time most German snipers were carrying and 
using Mosin Nagant sniper rifle Mod 91/30 that they had 
commandeered from a Russian sniper's last will and testament. 
There were many accounts of short range sniper duals between 
Red and German snipers. It was not the best rifle that decided 
the winner, it was the best brain;, the most self-disciplined, the 
one with the best idea on his/her concealment. Always 
remember a soldier is a victim as well as a butcher. He always 
fills both roles, he is the hunter and the hunted. His/her job is 
to single out a person he has never seen before and shoot, to 
kill him like an unsuspecting crow. The morality of this can 
be questioned but unfortunately in war protagonists bomb, gas, 
nuke, burn, rape, murder and rocket blindly, never bothering 
to distinguish between soldiers and women and children. But 
if they could distinguish, in reality, they would never change 
a military order to accommodate the saving of life. Maybe fuel 
or assets, but never life, as life is cheap. 

On the other hand a sniper is selective. The Mod 91/30 sniper 
rifle was in service from the early thirties until the end of the 
Vietnam war, and we will have a look at this rifle's performance.

Avs AIDs information evening was held on the 12th of April 
at the Nambour State High School for the benefit of concerned 
parents, Since this was to be conducted by the Queensland 
AIDS Council, there were some worries that it might turn into 
tore a ease of DISinformation, so some of our awn concerned 
citizens turned up to keep the record straight 

Conducting the lecture was Tony Sullivan of the Queensland 
AIDS Council, a self-confessed homosexual who is HIV 
positive, Rumour has it that neither the staff nor parents wanted 
him to set foat on the school grounds, until he approached the 
‘Anti Discrimination Board, who informed the school that it

could not stop him. This contrasted with his comments on 
television on the same night that he only speaks where he is 
invited to. 


He claimed that while AIDS can be contracted from 
penetrative or oral sex, other intimate acts could be performed. 

Not only does he consider homosexual acts to be 
normal, he also maintains that the majority of so-called 
heterasexuals are occasionally bisexual and that 80% of 
heterosexuals indulge in anal sex, He did not, of course, divulge 
the basis of these claims, ie who counted them?

Mr Sullivan (ried to alleviate the rather tense atmosphere with 
a sick comment that you could contract AIDS on a toilet seat, 
depending on who was sitting on the toilet with you. However, 
rather than making the assembly more at ease, it brought on @ 
less than friendly salvo of questions from the floor: 

"Why do ten per cent of all ATDS victims contract the disease 
from an unknown source? - as per Federal Health Department 
figures." 

"Why shouldn't AIDS sufferers be discriminated against for 
the protection of others - why is it different from any other fatal 
contagious disease? What is wrong with quarantine?" 

"If a used hypodermic needle can transmit the AIDS virus, 
why won't a mosquito?* 

"If the AIDS virus can not survive in mosquito saliva, why 
aren't we studying mosquitoes for a cure?" 

"if the AIDS virus will not survive in human saliva, why is 
kissing safe, but oral sex not? Surely if the recipient can 
contract it in oral sores or bleeding gums, an infected party 
could pass it on the same way?” 

‘The point was made that convicted murderers are more 
responsible than a Council who advocate less-than-safe 
practices to our young people and do NOT drive home the point 
that ONE mistake is a death sentence, Sullivan's reply was an 
attempt at humour, that life could be looked on as a sexually 
transmitted disease resulting in death, Many in the room felt 
this was "sick" and in poor taste, but as a result two people, 
our own Ron Owen and Ray Smyth of Christians Speaking Out, 
swere asked to leave by the Principal, and then encouraged to 
leave by a policeman. 

‘This was somewhat disappointing when you think that a police 
officer who has been given the responsibility of community 
liason within the school should be helping to prevent vital 
{questions from being asked. The general attitude of the AIDS 
Council is perverted and dangerous. Should he not be 
protecting the interests of the students? Several others then left 
in sympathy. 

Which left the meeting to run its course, ending with @ 
particularly animated question time. The consensus of our own 
people who remained to the bitter end was that more than half 
Of the parents were less than impressed by the information 
given to their children, which does little to discourage 
promiscuity and promotes homosexuality a5 normal human 
behaviour. Recommended precautions do not go neatly far 
‘enough; in fact it seems that the major function of this Council 
is to spread propaganda on how hard it is to catch AIDS from

Some amazing material is sent to our office by regular 


LS&B readers; articles and snippets of information of wide- 
ranging subjects. But this month saw the arrival of one of the 
most depressing items I have yet seen. For eighteen years I have 
been an avid ISU target pistol shooter, but | have never been 
so disappointed in my fellow shooters as I was after reading a 
quaintly-titled article The Disturbed Mind - Identi) 
Potential Gun Offenders from the Australian Family Phy 
of April 1993. 

Expecting the author to be an anti-gun nutcase like Dr Paul 
Wilson, you can imagine my surprise to read that Dr William 
E Thomas, the author, is not only unqualified in psychiatry, but 
is the "Interviewing Officer" on the committee of the 
Melbourne International Shooting Club! The thrust of his 
article is that because statistics "prove" that | in 200 people 
suffer "psychiatric morbidity" or 1 in 100 are schizophrenics, 
a club like MISC, with over 500 members and a yearly 
turnaround of another 50, should be protected from loonies by 
making all applicants fill out a questionnaire designed to detect 
"undesirable" members. 

My first piece of bad news for Dr Thomas is that not all people 
who suffer from "an unacceptable standard of social 
behaviour" would be fooled into displaying this on paper. A 
good friend often tells me, "To catch a fox you must first be 
smarter than the fox!" | have no doubt that Ted Bundy or 
Adolph Hitler would show no signs of abnormal behaviour if 
they filled out this form. In fact, in two of the four cases put 
forward of prospective members who were deemed unsuitable, 
he even admits their answers to the questionnaire were 
unremarkable. 

Secondly, if | for one was handed one of these 
forms to fill out in order to be judged 
"acceptable" to the committee, | would go in 
search of another pistol club. | have no interest 
in a club that is not only conceding but 
promoting the media's line that anyone who 
wants to own a gun is immediately suspect. For 
something like forty years hundreds of pistol 
clubs all over Australia have kept responsible 
and safe memberships, Without quack 
psychology. 

Some examples of questions on the form, plus 
some of Dr Thomas! justifications, are as 
follows: 

- Write your interpretation of the expression to 
HIT THE BULLSEYE, "4 confused and 
irrelevant answer instead of 'to hit the target’ 
in response to it would arouse suspicion of 
abnormality in the process of thinking" . 

- Name your favourite hero, actor or singer, and write in a few 
words why; and 
- What kind of movies do you prefer and why’? "The answer 
may give a hint about the applicant's delusionary or 
conventional thinking".

- What kind of movies or television serials do you prefer and 
why? 

- Why do you like to watch it? "...may give clues about a 
violent disposition". 

- How many hours daily do you watch the TV? "For heavy 
viewers it creates an expectation that the world is much more 
violent than it might actually be". 

Other goodies include: 

- Have you ever served in the Army? - If yes, for how long? 

- Have you ever worked for charities? 

- Write in a few words why or why not? 

- What school education have you achieved? 

As mentioned before, four examples were given of unsuitable 
applicants out of a twelve month influx of 111 new members. 
J quote the first two for your education: 

Casel 

A 31 year old butcher. Scored as an immature "Rambo" type 
personality, prone to impulsive actions, not thinking about 
consequences, Poor school education or low intelligence. 
Liked fast and violent activities. hobbies listed: karate, 
boxing. fighting, action movies, car racing, Knew little 
about discipline, never was a member of an organisation, 
which would enforce discipline. Lived alone - which is 
indicative of intolerance of other people - never married yet 
has a child. Was a blood donor - either as an act of heroism 
or altruism/religion ("Jeasus" (sic) as personal hero), failed 
to answer "thinking" questions.

WHEN THE WICKED 
SEIZE A CITY - by Chuck 
and Donna Mcllhenny with 
Frank York. 


"their words and deeds are 
against the Lord, defying his 
glorious presence, The look on 
their faces testifies against 
them; they parade their sin like 
Sodom; they do not hide it. Woe 
to them! They have brought 
disaster upon themselves" (Isa. 
3. 8-9, NIV), 

These are the opening words of a compelling book that reveals 
the sinister realities of the homosexual movement. For those 
who wish to know the true agenda of this movement, it's 
devastating effects on individuals, families, the church and the 
community in areas such as health, education, religion and 
politics, this book provides a first hand account of the effects 
of those realities and the consequences that befall those who 
wish to oppose it.

Their greatest disappointment 
however was the apathy towards the issue and the opposition 
to their stand, of those claiming to be fellow Christians. An 
important point to remember is that this book does not incite 
hatred of people nor does it suggest or advocate violence 
against anyone, but it does issue a challenge to Christians to 
make a steadfast defence against immorality on a personal and 
community or political level. The message given, is stated as 
“A grim look at the future and a warning to the church". A good 
look at the issues covered will convince you of the truth of this 
message. 

The foundation on which the Mcllhennys base their stand is 








not the personal opinion of one man against another or one type 
of community against another but two mutually-exclusive 
beliefs as foundations on which to build society. One based on 
the base self-gratifications of man and the other on the inerrant 
Word of God. If a man chooses to separate himself from the 
commandments of God then he chooses the consequences of 
that choice. If society chooses to separate itself from God's 
commandments to govern morality and civil order then it also 
chooses its consequences, so that when the wicked do seize a 
city, they may burn homes and church buildings, they can 
declare right wrong and wrong right, they can try to destroy 
Christ and His followers and anyone else who gets in their way, 
they can sing, dance, parade and expose their sinful corruption 
all they want but they will still pay the consequences. 

If you think you can remain neutral on this issue you are 
wrong. If you think "it won't happen here" you are wrong again. 
One read of this book and you will understand the mind-set 
behind the movement. They are determined to change society 
If society will not willingly change they will use WHATEVER 
MEANS necessary to change it. It is yet another tentacle linked 
to the ongoing conspiracy to destroy christianity and govern 
the world.

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Hw many times have you heard the statement "We have to 
stop the proliferation of guns before we end up like America"? 
It has almost become an anthem for the anti-gun forces here in 
Australia. So what do you say when someone presents such an 
argument? After all, we all know that violence is rife in the USA. 
How can we counter the images of mayhem beamed into our 
lounge rooms nightly? 

Well when someone says something like this, what they are in 
fact saying is that it is the availability of firearms which is the 
root cause of this violence and that if you remove the firearms 
you will either; (a) cure the problem, or (b) reduce the seriousness 
of the problem. ie you will still be attacked, but presumably it will 
only be with a knife or club, etc, 

Leaving aside the obvious observation that to an unarmed victim 
(I hope you have all thrown away your "assault" hair spray), it 
matters little what is the weapon of choice of your assailant. All 
that matters is your survival. Now if your attacker has decided 
that now is the time for you to meet your maker, he or she can 
quite adequately accomplish the task with any number of 
implements, Usually you will be attacked by surprise and will 
quickly succumb to the flurry of blows or slashes or whatever that 
follows. Whatever the method used, be it gunshot, stabbing, 
bashing, etc, death will result if the vital organs and/or major 
blood vessels have suffered sufficient trauma. If however the 
intention of the assailant is robbery or rape and the weapon is 
merely a tool to ensure acquiescence, then J believe there is more 
potential for further violence if the perpetrator is carrying a knife 
for instance, than if he/she were carrying a gun. 

1 am not for an instant suggesting that we should arm all robbers 
for our own safety, but rather observing that because of the false 
image that the greater population has that knives are not a 
"deadly" weapon, there is the potential for more victims of 
robberies, ete where the assailant uses a knife to resist the attack, 
thereby escalating the level of violence. Conversely if the attacker 
was in possession of a firearm most people will comply with the 
initial demands of the assailant, thereby reducing the chances of 
further violence. 

But is it really as bad in the USA as people are led to believe? 
If you are asking, "Is violence rampant in much of US society?", 
then the answer is yes. But almost universally it is related to the 
drug trade, Whilst the sheer numbers of shooting deaths which 
we hear about are hortifying we must balance these figures by 
remembering that there are more people crammed into some 
American cities than there are in the entire continent of Australia. 

According to figures by the National Centre for Health (USA) 
compiled in 1990 (the latest available), there were about 25,700 
deaths caused by homicide and legal intervention, of which 
approximately 80% involved firearms. As | stated previously, the 
vast majority of these were drug related incidents. Interestingly 
there were also about 25,600 deaths caused by cirrhosis and other 
liver diseases, It would seem that the citizens of the US are almost 
as adept at killing themselves with the bottle as they are at killing 
each other. 


Of course they have already tried the foolishness of prohibition 
of alcohol and came to realise it only created a situation where 
criminals prosper. Why it is that so many seek to copy the same 
doomed experiment with firearms is beyond me. But both of these 
put together don't match the figure that the Harvard University 
estimates is the death rate through medical negligence, they put 
it at a whopping 93,000 per year! Yet the AMA has the time to 
lobby for the banning of private firearm ownership, 

More American males now die of AIDS per year than by 
homicide, a figure which we are well on the way to emulating. 
But do we enforce the laws against the act of sodomy, which is 
the prime method of spreading the disease? No, we allow the 
practitioners of these acts to take over a major city street for the 
night, then broadcast it on prime time TV. Oh, and we ban duck 
hunting because it's socially unacceptable! 

The other big furphy put about is that the suicide rate would 
be lower if people did not have access to guns. In the USA in 
1990 there were about 30,800 suicides, of which about 60% 
involved firearms. In a country with some 60-65 million gun 
owners 40% of suicides were by means other than a gun. Now 
the anti’s claim that this proves their point, however you only have 
to look to Japan, a country with extremely tight gun laws, to see 
that it makes no difference. In Japan, where competitors practise 
all year with airguns of the same dimensions as those which we 
use, and never see a "real" gun until they go overseas to compete, 
the suicide rate is DOUBLE that of the USA. 

Clearly if the social pressures are such that you haye decided 
to take your own life, you will use whatever means are available. 
The solution lies in solving the social problem which led you to 
that decision, not trying to remove all means of carrying out the 
act. And as for the argument that most people who attempt suicide 
do not wish to succeed, | believe that those who don't want to to 
succeed are the ones that choose tablets, etc as the medium, and 
that all those who choose a firearm are determined (o succeed and 
would find an equally effective method were they denied access 
to that firearm. 


The only way to reduce the criminal misuse of firearms is to 
make the penalty for the crime outweigh the benefits which may 
be gained by it. This means locking criminals up and throwing 
away the key where necessary. Some more figures from the US 
which I feel would closely match those here show that 75-80% 
of all violent crimes are committed by career criminals, many on 
some form of conditional or early release (30-35% of career 
criminals are re-arrested with previous criminal charges still 
pending). We often hear our pollies bemoaning the cost of 
keeping these felons in prison and are fed rubbish about the 
benefits of re-integration of criminals and the expense saved 
through the use of community service programmes, etc. In the US 
convicted felons out of prison commit an average of 187 crimes 
per year, costing society about US$430,000 (each). Compare this 
with the $25,000 per year it costs to keep them in prison and then 
tell me who's getting ripped off?

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BOOK REVIEW - Dicks & 
Dickheads I Have Known; 


The Memoirs of a Pox 
Doctor - by Leo Laden 
Dr Leo Laden is a misfit. 


He obviously should never have 
been given a job with the West | 
Australian Health Department, as | 
he is insubordinate, stubborn, 
prone to speak his mind and [ 
unfortunately also prone to tell the 
truth. And worst of all, heaven 
forbid, he has a sense of humour, 
Any one of these attributes should 
have made him unsuitable for 
employment with a government department, especially in 
medicine; with a combination like that I am amazed that he 
lasted for sixteen years, 

Dicks & Dickheads is an entertaining account of life ina VD 
clinic in Perth, where life was rarely dull. It is informative in 
giving the most comprehensive guide to the various venereal 
diseases (or STDs) for the layman (pardon the pun) I have seen. 
Actually, it's the only one | have ever seen, and | can't say 1 
was actually hanging out for one, but for anyone interested in 
that sort of thing I'm sure it's very good, Those of pure ould 
of course skip this section, 

Until the emergence of AIDS in the eighties, nothing was 
terribly serious in a VD clinic. None of the STDs were fatal 
and most were easily treated and cured, But then things became 
deadly serious. Condoms, which had never been recommended 
as a 100% fail-safe precaution against anything, unwanted 
sperms, germs or nine-month terms, were suddenly being 
touted by the government as being "safe" for the preventing the 
spread of AIDS, There were also documented cases of HIV 
positive patients remaining happily promiscuous, oblivious to 
all "counselling". The government knew this yet did nothing. 

Dr Laden became an embarrassment to the Department 
because he saw a situation he did not like and said so. While 
much of this book is full of anecdotes which had me in fits of 
laughter, the underlying message is not so amusing. Here is a 
doctor who is fully qualified to give a professional insight into 
the whole AIDS situation in Australia, For those whose 
sensitivities are easily offended it may be a little too rough 
around the edges; the language, because of the very nature of 
the topic, can be a little "frank". But I fully enjoyed this book. 
and benefitted from the information. 


T should include his summary of the AIDS situation, as | feel 
that it has important points that we should all be familiar with: 
"Has everyone else gone crazy? Can't the new breed of so- 
called professionals decide what is right or wrong, the good 
from the bad, normal and abnormal behaviour: 


Now that a quick, reliable, easy and inexpensive HIV test ix 
available, why not introduce mass screening? I would suggest 
starting with all patients being prepared for surgical 
operations, prisoners entering and leaving jail, university und 
college students, prospective migrants, the armed forces, ull 
hospital admissions, pregnant mothers, ete, etc. 

Tests should be so routine that they are taken for granted, 
then there would be no stigma attached and no one could say 
that HIV positive patients were being driven away, or the 
disease was going "underground". 





















Doctors, dentists, nurses, ambulance drivers and police 
officers have the right to know what they are dealing with, so 
do the sexual partners of the HIV infected. 


No HIV/AIDS patient should be refused care and the 
necessary treaiments. They would receive better care and 
certainly more sympathy if institutions were set up, staffed with 
experienced health professionals who know exactly what they 
are dealing with and who chose to work there. 


Only HIV/AIDS patients who refused to refrain from putting 
others at risk should be isolated. 


Why not promote sensible behaviour rather than silly 
behaviour with so called safeguards? 


Why not condemn IV drug abuse rather than make it easier 
to obtain the needles, syringes and drugs involved? 


Why not promote fidelity instead of insisting that all types of 
aberrant behaviour should be considered normal, even when 
such activities threaten lives? 

Until there is a concerted effort to revitalise many of out 
traditional values, I feel many things are going to get much 
worse, and the most serious of these is the slowly spreading 


new "cancer" in our community, the AIDS epidemic.”

The latest of Jeremy Lee's very 
informative and well-researched 
lectures asks the question of where ff 
Australia and its people is heading by 
the turn of the century.

5. GATT (General Agreement on Tariffs & Trade) signed in 
Geneva on the 6th of December. 

The first three signal a new distribution of power. Instead of 
the old situation of East vs West, USA vs USSR, a new three- 
way power struggle is looming and the battle lines are just 
being drawn up. In most cases these agreements have been 
signed against the wishes of the majority of people in the 
countries involved. France, Germany and Britain all have 
widespread dissent with the EC concept, while Denmark's 
"second time lucky" referendum is well known. So unpopular 
was the Canadian government over the signing of NAFTA that 
in their recent general election they plummeted from holding 
157 seats down to two. 

APEC is a relatively new concept; we have been fed little 
information on it except the antics of one Australian Prime 
Minister-cum-diplomat extrodinaire calling the President of 
Malaysia a "recalcitrant" for not attending, All of these 
agreements call for economic control of a region to be 
centralised for the mutual benefit of localised trading partners. 
Logically, this sphere of influence would gradually grow to 
incorporate control of workers and working conditions. 

You may wonder what a stock market crash in Tokyo may 
have to do with us. As we are so heavily reliant on Japan as 
an export market it may come as a shock to learn that the price 
of our coal has been dropped by 10% and the quota has fallen 
by 20% in the past few months. More ripples will follow. 

And of course by signing the GATT agreement we accept in 
principle World Trade as put forward by the UN. Along with 
the IMF, GATT has the potential to wield a very big stick. This 
organisation, dedicated to a One World Government concept, 
will be run by a permanent staff with the power to make 
regulations for world trade. 

The three big trading blocs, EC, NAFTA and APEC, all have 
the potential to influence the fate of member countries via 
economics. In effect, these three organisations AND GATT 
could take economic, and therefore total, control of whole 
countries. This leaves the population of those countries with 
NO semblance of sovereignty or democratic control. Is this our

future?

Could we be heading 
up this path just twenty years after Orwell had prophesised? 

All these questions and more will not be answered by Jeremy, 
but as always he gives an entertaining and highly educational 
picture of the world as you will never see it through our pathetic 
excuse for a news media.

Many years ago when I was only thirty or so | used to live 
in the snow country in Victoria. I used to visit a good friend 
of mine, Willem Langhorst, who used to be a scientist for the 
government, but was then the owner of 1200 acres. He always 
had his axe near the wood heap plunged into a healthy block 
with the axe handle exposed to rain, hail, sun and, in that area, 
snow. | said to him once, "Won't that axe handle of yours rot 
out there?!" "No, he said, "I put some of this on it every so often 
and it looks after all my external wood." | had a look at his 
axe handle and true enough, it had a marvellous 
oil finish on it. [t wasn't withered or weathered; 
the shine was in the wood and not like a gloss 
floating on the top. "Where on earth did you get 
that stuff from?" was my next question. He told 
me how he had always wondered about the 
Viking ships that are still intact when they pull 
them out of Thames River after they have sat 
there for fifteen hundred years. 


An Old Viking Recipe 


So he had researched the conditions and had 
found out that the properties in the mud were 
a part of the reason, but the main reason was 
the Vikings' treatment of the exterior which was 
prepared with the view to seal out the salt water k 
but had preserved the wood almost indefinitely. ~ 
One of the main problems with the old and 
modern types of marine varnish is that the 
moisture penetrates under one small area and 
then runs between the wood and the hard gloss 
surface, then this all has to be sanded off and 
redone. With the Viking process the treatment 
penetrates inside the grain or pores of the wood 
and changes the composition on the surface of 
the wood to a waterproof surface. There is no = 
separation because there is no treacle toffee covering seal, nor 
can the water exist where the treatment has been. 

Willem had built a house and used the process for a wooden 
spiral staircase and on every wooden surface: floors, ceilings, 
even the external wooden shutters. He had worked very hard 
on this house and had bought the land with the money he had 
received from the house. He had of course started building 
again and was using this strange golden stuff. | begged some 
off him and he generously supplied it. I tried it straight away 
on my favourite rifle that I used for Sambar hunting. a beautiful 
270 Brno, I followed Willem's instructions to the letter, 
swabbing it on, and then when it got cloudy rubbing the excess 
off with a cloth and finishing it off with my hands. He said that 
the more you rub it the better shine it gets. He said that you 
could never rub or wear the stuff off as it formed part of the 
surface of the wood itself. 

lL was very apprehensive as I thought it would not penetrate 
the factory applied plastic yarnish and I was scared that it 
would react like French polish and go white, but I had resolved 
myself to the fact that if it messed up the original finish | would

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rub it down and start again from scratch with this stuff, But 1 
didn't have to. I should never have doubted Willem but I am 
a well know sceptic. The plastic finish never came off but the 
stuff disappeared through it, the shine allowed you to look in 
to the wood instead of at it. Everyone started to admire it, I 
rubbed the rubbish off a Sterling .22 stock and started from 
scratch. I rubbed it with 1600 wet and dry, whisked it with wire 
wool and then rubbed it again with 1600 wet and dry. 


The results were amazing. It took several coats but the stuff 
dries in a short time and it is only a case of rubbing it into the 
wood and wiping off the excess. The next thing 
{ noticed was its ability to seal out the water. 
In Victoria the weather was mostly raining or 
snowing or worse, and taking rifles out on 
hunting trips where they basically sat in water, 
they were constantly rained on, the 
undergrowth was always wet and in between 
times there was always a fast-running river to 
wade through, usually very cold, and I 
sometimes had to use my rifle as a third 
underwater leg. 


Complete Protection 


My stock would never swell up, it would never 

get rough and whiskery, and it never went white 
like everybody else's. Every tithe I used a rifle 
1 would coat it on, let it solidify like a polish 
does, take it out and use it and then before 
putting it away | would wipe off the excess and 
polish it up with my hands, and they just kept 
getting better. If they got scratched it hardly 
showed and then after a short time the stuff 
would fill the torn pores and then you had 
difficulty seeing where it had been. 

As | am a messy bloke and I was very liberal 
with the stuff I noticed that it stuck to the blued 
steel or any hard surface and put a waxy coating on it, it was 
a clear colour so I mostly didn't rub it off, After one particularly 
wet trip in to the Wonnangatta area and spending a few days 
in the snow around Mount Howitt I noticed light surface rust 
spots on parts of my pride and joy, but only where the stuff 
had not covered. On my return I did an experiment, I had an 
old piece of barrel and | sawed it up into 1" lengths, polished 
them on a buff wheel and then | degreased them thoroughly 
with heat and chloroform. | then marked them with a small 
piece of tape: one I put gun oil on, another [ put some WD40, 
on another | put Tri-Flo on and so on the last three got a liberal 
dose of the stuff. [ put them on a sheet of fibro in the middle 
of the lawn, exposed to all the Victorian mountain elements. 
Afier a few days some of the bits of barrel went brown and I 
would take the failures inside. 

After a few weeks the deadly brown rust had got to a few more, 
and after about six weeks the only remaining one that had 
another product on it finally succumbed to brown pits, I was 
not to surprised the last remaining three were the ones with 
Willem’s stuff on it and J left those three bits of steel there out

in the garden until I moved to 
Queensland, which was over a 
year and they never showed a 
brown tinge. On one of them 
under the masking tape was a 
dry section and that had been 
attacked, but | am sure that if 
Thad left them there these past 
fifteen years that the elements 
still would not have penetrated 
through the coating. I believe 
that the stuff gets into the 
pores of the metal before it 
solidifies and that stops the 
separation process. 

On guns that | have shot clay 
targets with, metallic 
silhouette, and black powder 
muzzle loaders | have shot 
them in the rain and never had 
any pitting. In fact I have one 
over and under that had a good 
coating and then | shot it all 
afternoon and it heat hardened the stuff on to the metalwork, 
I could not get it off. | was just at the stage of trying wire wool 
and then J thought I would try the magic stuff and you've 
guessed it, it worked again, it dissolved it. By this time though 
we had got it in a bottle and called it Gunshiner, and there was 
never a truer name; if you put it on the steel and give it a few 
minutes to dry then rub it off with a soft cloth it will shine that 
too.

After we had it on the shelf of my shop for a few years strange 

non-shooting types of people would come and ask for it. Being 
anosy and quite mouthy parker | would ask bikies what do you 
use the Gunshiner for? "Oh I rub it on me Harley. it stops the 
chrome going rusty." "Have you tried getting it off your 
exhaust yet?" says |. "Yep I've tried, but it's better to just leave 
it on." | would ask violin makers, "What do use the Gunshiner 
for?” "Oh it gets a great finish on my violins." Then when a 
golfer is buying some [ say, "What do you use the Gunshiner 
on?" and he says, "I wipe it on my irons and on my golf buggy." 

Over the years we have had antique dealers and professional 
fisherman using it from Tin Can Bay to keep steel surfaces rust 
free, we have had car owners, kids want it for their bikes, wood 
turners, church people have wanted it for their pews (it smells 
good too), guitarists, horse and buggy enthusiasts, and it has 
now done the full circle and boat builders have been using it. 
When it was my turn to build my house | mixed some stain 
with it and did all the exterior hardwood with it before the wood 
was put up. Insects of all types hate it and gallop for the hills 
or die on the spot. We had a cypress ceiling so we sprayed it 
on to it with a paint sprayer to seal and preserve it for the 100 
or so years to come. 

T have a friend who even mixed it with stain and painted his 
concrete floor with it and then buffed it up to a shine with an 
electric polisher. We had maranti architraves in our new house: 
they looked all the same colour with no grain variations so [ 
stained it first with condies crystals to accentuate the dark grain 
and then lightly rubbed it back and stained the light parts with 
more chocolatey colour. It came up great after we had put the 
Gunshiner on all over. Three others of our friends have bought

larger quantities off us to do 
the same jobs to their 
houses. My dad used it to do 
the patio decking, and so 
on. 

lt actually works out in 
quantity cheaper then 
anything you can buy in the 
shops and looks twice as 
good, but the best thing 
about it for your house 
inside or outside is it never 
needs burning or scraping 
off. If you live long enough 
to think it needs another 
coat just slap it on and it will 
soak it up, and because 
there is no surface skin you 
do not get any flaking or 
have anything to remove 
even if you wanted to. 
Outside furniture, spade 
handles or do you leave 
your axe outside in all 
weathers, or do you want to take your rifle on an underwater 
diving trip, whatever. Gunshiner will always do the job, 7s

Dear Mr Owen, 

Thank you for your enquiries in regard to Brigadier Sarong's 
article. Regrettably, the thrust of the queries which have been 
generated by the article "How long can we exist” is well out 
of step with the current situation and the current policy. The 
following is relevant: 

* Demonstrators in the civil arena are the responsibility of 
the various police forces. It is only on very rare occasions this 
century that the Defence Force have been called out in Aid to 
the Civil Power; 

* Relationships with Indonesia have never been better. Indeed 
the latest Strategic Review places greater emphasis on 
improving our Defence and other relationships within the 
region, Australia does not face any threat from Indonesia or any 
other country in South East Asia; 

* Very valuable lessons are drawn from the Kangaroo 
Exercises - the Kamarians' Force simply provides a theoretical 
scenario against which these lessons can be evaluated.

Dear Jimi, 

First of all, let me congratulate you on your magazine. The 
articles that you print and the way you put them across are most 
enjoyable and informative. As collectors of ex-military weapons, 
we look forward to "Gun Nuts & Springs Everywhere". By the 
way, what happened to the sarge? 

Anyway, | would like to share with you and your readers an 
experience | have had concerning licensing firearms in Western 
Australia. 

This story goes back about five years, when | was working on 
a small farm over 400kms north of Perth. At the time I was, and 
still am, a member of the SSAA, an active member of the local 
big bore rifle club and a financial member of WARA. 

During a temporary drought breaking session at the local 
watering hole, | acquired information on a box of ex-military, 
range-converted .303 rifles that had not seen the light of day for 
several years. long time fan of the 303, | wanted to see them 
with the possibility of purchasing them. The next morning, with 
a little man doing a drum solo in my head, we travelled to a 
nearby property in search of the rifles. On arrival, a large box 
was produced in a shed from underneath a considerable pile of 
junk, and opened up to reveal three gracious old .303's. One No. 
4 and two No. 3 SMLEs. Although all of the actions were welded, 
Thad to have them, After some discussion a sum of money 
changed hands for the purchase of the rifles and silence of their 
future residence, and | was soon on my way home with treasure, 
the little drummer completely forgotten. 

One of the rifles remained welded, and was donated to our local 
rifle club as a trophy, and the other two | sent away to get the 
actions repaired and tested for licensing requirements. 


Some months passed by before the next firearms amnesty was

declared. During these months | had got back the No. 3 in full 
working order, but my gunsmith was having problems with the 
No, 4. As these rifles are supposedly a prohibited weapon in 
Western Australia, parts are not commonly catered for and| 
therefore, hard to come by. 

Anyway, I took the No. 3 into the local law and enforcement 
body, under the amnesty act, to see how | was to go about getting 
it licensed. This is where my trauma started, and to this day I 
wish I had not tried to do the right thing. 

First of all I was asked some embarrassing questions like, "How 
did you acquire the firearm?", and "Who was the previous 
owner?" The type of question that I understood would not be 
asked about a firearm produced under the amnesty act. After 
considerable discussion of the confidence and assurance of the 
act, the ball was finally rolling. This was where J was asked to 
produce two character references, and two letters from property 
owners stating that permission would be given to use the rifle 
on those properties. 

The policeman issued me with a receipt for my rifle, saying 
that it would be sent to Perth for a safety check and ballistic 
testing. Maybe they tried to trace it, who knows? In addition to 
this, he informed me that it would be almost impossible, if at all, 
to get two rifles of the same calibre on the one licence. 

A couple of weeks passed before the relative references and 
letters could be produced, and a couple of weeks after that, two 
local police officers visited me at the property | was working on, 
asking questions like, "How long do you intend staying in the 
area?” and, "Is your job here a permanent one?” | was also 
advised to surrender one of the rifles to assure approval of the 
other, 

A phone call to my gunsmith telling him that he could have 
the No. 4, saw him confirming this by ringing the two policemen 
handling my case.

| have been living in Queensland for the last two years and have 
gathered quite a collection of SMLEs and old Mausers. | wish 
to return to the west in the near future and fear what is going to 
happen to my rifles. Several letters to firearm associations and 
legal advise has failed to supply me with a suitable and legal way 
to keep them in useable working order while living in Western 


Australia.
